That is what neighbors and friends 
told the department’s Division of 
Family Services. Since 1987, the de- 
partment has received 14 anonymous 
eomplaints about the Grays’ treat- 
ment of their children. 

Authorities classified 10 of those 
complaints as substantial. 

An autopsy report by the St. Louis 
medical examiner revealed that Mi- 
chelle died. from severe dehydration 
and ruled the girl’s death a homicide. 

On Thursday night, St. Louis po- 
lice charged Michelle’s parents — 
Jeffrey, 32, and Julie, 28 — with 
second-degree murder and five 
counts of endangering the welfare of 
children. They are in police custody,

Edison Brothers Stores Inc. took 
refuge in bankruptcy court Friday 
after failing to stem its slumping 
sales. 

Edison, one of the nation’s biggest 
mall retailers, filed a petition for 
Chapter 11 reorganization in a court 
in Wilmington, Del., the state of its 
ificorporation. The company has been 
based in St. Louis since 1929. 

More than two years of sluggish 
sales put the company into financial 
straits in August. The company then 
announced store closings and re- 
structured its debt, hoping that a 
strong fall and Christmas season 
would make bankruptcy unnecessary. 

But the climate has worsened for 
most retailers, and Edison says that it 
must now quickly close more than 
500 stores. That process, as well as 
obtaining more financing, is much 
easier under the control of a bank- 
ruptcy court.

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You Got Rhythm 


Proteins At Base Of Internal Clock Identified

LOS ANGELES — Researchers 
have obtained their first look: into 
circadian rhythms, the hitherto mys- 
terious internal clocks that tell hu- 
mans and other animals,when to fall 
asleep and wake up and that regulate 
such biological functions as hormone 
release and body temperature. 

Gaining control of the clock, scien- 
tists say, could produce a wide vari- 
ety of benefits, from helping night 
workers stay awake to resetting bio- 
logical clocks to overcoming jet lag, 
as well as lowering blood pressure 
and improving drug metabolism. 

Until now, scientists have been 
stymied in their search for the intra- 
cellular mechanisms that control the 
24-hour cycle of the clock. 

In three papers in Friday’s issue of 
the journal Science, however, a team 
headed by Michael W. Young, a ge- 
neticist at Rockefeller University, re- 
ports identifying a pair of proteins 
whose delicate waltz with each other 
and with the genes that produce 
them is the metronomic underpin- 
ning of the cycle. Scientists ’do not 


know how cilia to light resets 
the cycle and precisely how the pro- 
teins regulate other body processes, 
but the newly discovered proteins 
should provide a long-sought entree 
into those systems, experts said. 

“We are really .. . putting a lot of 
pieces of the jigsaw down,’ said 
Steve Kay, a biologist at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. 

Investigators have long recognized 
the existence of circadian rhythms, 
particularly in the sleep-wake cycle 
and body temperatures. People living 
in darkened rooms and not exposed 
to sunlight have been found to have a 
natural cycle that is a little more than 
24 hours, indicating that control of 
the sleep-wake cycle is internal rath- 
er than directed by sunlight. 

Scientists have now found at least 
100 different circadian cycles in the 
human body, most of them less obvi- 
ous. Blood clots most rapidly about 8 
a.m., which may help explain why the 
largest number of strokes and heart 
attacks occur in the morning. Pain 
tolerance and athletic performance 
both peak in the late afternoon.

The researchers studied the fruit 
fly, which has a 24-hour circadian 
cycle similar to that of humans, | 

They already knew about one gene 
and the protein it produces called 
PER (for period) — previously dis- 
covered at Caltech. The concentra- 
tion of PER in cells of the fly rises and 
falls over a 24-hour period, but re- 
searchers could not explain how that 
would influence cell cycles: 

The key to deciphering the molec- 
ular gears and pendulums of the bio- 
logical clock was the discovery and 
cloning of a second gene and its asso- 
ciated protein, TIM (for timeless): It 
is the interaction of PER and TIM 
that provides the mechanism-for the 
biological clock.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The photograph had just 
disappeared from the television screen when the first 
of a flood of calls came in to Cable News Network.

“I was aware of calls when I got here at 8 a.m.,” said 
Steve Gallien, a supervising producer at CNN in Atlan- 
ta.

The region photographed is in the Eagle Nebula, 
also called M16, which is 7,000 light-years away in the 
constellation Serpens. 


Typhoon Hits Philippines; 
At Least 65 Reported Dead 


280,000 Are Forced From Homes 


MANILA, Philippines (AP) — A 
strong typhoon ripped through the 
Philippines on Friday, churning up 
floodwater and killing at least 65 peo- 
ple, destroying thousands of houses 
and cutting electricity to a third of 
the country. 

Billboards crashed to the ground, 
and 125-mph winds ripped roofs from 
houses. 

To keep from being blown away, 
television reporters lashed them- 
selves to lampposts Friday as they 
broadcast from Manila Bay. 

After whipping up 140-mph winds 
Thursday along the eastern coast of 
the Philippines’ largest island, Luzon, 
Typhoon Angela weakened only 
slightly before hitting the capital, 
Manila, on Friday. 

One of the billboards it toppled 
crushed eight buses and two trucks 
at a garage in the suburb of 
Paranaque. 

By this morning, roads littered 
with debris were 


In Manila, local officials. said the 
more than 16,000 people forced to 
flee were returning to their homes 
today as floodwater receded. 

The disaster council also said dam- 
age to agriculture was estimated at 
$25.7 million. Damage to roads and 
utilities was put at $20.6 million. 

The agency’s report this morning 
said 62 people were killed, 50 of 
them from the Bicol region on the 
southeastern lég of Luzon, where the 
typhoon struck first. 

Police reported three other people 
died in the metropolitan Manila area 
after they were hit by flying debris. 

The disaster council also reported 
10 people were missing. But an offi- 
cial of Quezon, a province east of 
Manila, said as many as 23 people 
remained missing in his province. 

The casualty figure could rise as 
communication links to remote areas 
are restored.

Friday St. Louis time),'it 
was 250 miles west of Manila, mov- 
ing westward toward Vietnam at 12 
mph with sustained winds of 106 mph 
and gusts of up to 128 mph. 

The deadliest typhoon to nae

record in the Philippines is Typhoon 
Joan, whose 172 mph winds ki

WASHINGTON — President Bill 
Clinton formally approved Friday 
eight pilot projects that will give U.S. 
business greater flexibility in meet- 
ing federal environmental standards. 

Companies chosen to participate 
include some giants of the corporate 
world, including Anheuser-Busch’s 
operations in Florida, AT&T, Merck, 
3M,and Intel. Others are Hadco Co., 
the Minnesota Pollution Control

A White House fact sheet said the 
project illustrated the administra- 
tion’s effort to streamline the federal 
regulatory system ‘‘by implementing 
cost-effective, common sense re- 
forms without sacrificing environ- 
mental and health protection.” 


Clinton blended his announcement 
of the first companies to take part 
with a ringing defense of the environ- 
mental safeguards that are under as- 
sault in the Republican Congress.

Acid-Rain Effect On Adirondacks Bleak 


‘WASHINGTON (AP) — Upstate 
New York’s Adirondack Mountains 
might never recover from acid-rain 
pollution, the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency says in a report. 

‘While portraying a_ potentially 
bleak future for the region, the re- 
port has come under criticism from 
environmentalists and lawmakers for 
failing to set standards or recom- 
méfid remedies. 

“The EPA, for its part, says that 
despite years of study — the report 
was due two years ago — its scien- 
tists still do not know enough about 
acid rain to set meaningful standards. 

At the same time, EPA projections 
indicate that almost half the 700 
ponds and lakes that it studied could 
be so spoiled by manmade pollution 
that they will be virtually devoid of 
life by 2040. 

es“ here is no question that the 
loag-term assessment is devastat- 
ing,’ said Rep. John M. McHugh, R- 
N:Y., whose district encompasses a 
large part of the Adirondacks. “Yet I 
don’t find any recommendations as to 
what we should do about it. That’s a 
faiftire to meet the congressional 
charge of studying and proposing.

Conservatives 
Blast Senators 
Over Medicare 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Conserv- 
ative groups criticized the Senate’s 
proposals for Medicare changes Fri- 
day, saying they would trigger health 
care rationing and force the elderly 
into plans they do not want. 

The GOP’s overhaul is unaccept- 
able unless older adults can choose 
their own doctors and spend their 
health care money as they see fit, the 
‘groups said. They urged Congress to 
revive the option of medical savings 
accounts. 

Mike Tanner of the Cato Institute 
said that without the special savings 
accounts, the Medicare reforms “‘are 
little more than warmed-over Clinton 
care.” 

Peter Ferrara of Americans for 
Tax Reform said, ‘‘Grass-roots 
groups are going to fight this so- 

Medicare reform plan with the 
same fury they showed towards the 
Clifiton plan last year.”

Who Just Snapped 


MIAMI (AP) — Under pressure at 
work and more than $15,000 in debt 
to the IRS, Nick Sang had a lot on his 
mind. 

Sang got lost Thursday on the way 
to the church he had attended regu- 
larly for nine years and stopped to 
knock on a stranger’s door to ask for 
directions. 

When he finally reached Alpha & 
Omega Church, he wailed, ‘“‘God help 
me, the IRS is about to get me,” 
scaring parishioners away. 

Less than an hour later, he hi- 
jacked a school bus with 13 disabled 
children and three adults on board. 
He threatened to blow up the bus if 
police prevented him from reaching 
an Internal Revenue Service office. 

Sang then directed the bus driver 
on a 15-mile ride along two major 
highways in Miami, surrounded by a 
convoy of police cars. 

The 75-minute ordeal ended when 
police fatally shot Sang, 42, after the 
bus stopped in front of Joe’ s Stone 
Crab, a popular Miami Beach restau- 
rant where he worked as a waiter. 

Sang’s pastor, family members and 
friends described him Friday as a 
Dominican Republic immigrant who 
worked three restaurant jobs to pro- 
vide for his family — and finally 
snapped under the pressure. 

“I said to him, “Why are you work- 
ing so hard with three jobs?’ ” said 
Caron Leff, a friend whose printing 
shop is in the same strip mall as a 
restaurant managed by Sang’s 
brother. 

“He said, ‘I have to take care of my 
daughters. I have to make sure they 
get to college.’ ’’

ica Business Credit. That $200 million infusion will enable 
the company to continue in business. 

Edison listed assets of $923 million and liabilities of 
$609 million. The company has nearly 2,700 stores 
throughout North America, with 23,000 employees. 

Its sales last year totaled $1.48 billion, making it 
smaller than competitors like Limited Inc. and Gap Inc., 
but larger than AnnTaylor Stores Corp. 

Its apparel chains include J. Riggings, JW/Jeans West, 
5-7-9 Shops, Repp Ltd., Oaktree and Zeidler & Zeidler. 
Its shoe chains are Bakers/Leeds, Wild Pair and Precis. 

Edison also has 125 mall entertainment locations, like 
Exhilarama and Time-Out. The company said Friday that 
it is negotiating with two potential buyers of their enter- 
tainment division. 

Fifty of Edisofi’s stores and about 2,400 of its employ- 
ees are in the metropolitan St. Louis area. Nearly half the 
local employees work in the company’s headquarters 
downtown. 

The business began with a shoe store opened by five 
Edison brothers. It grew to be the country’s largest seller 
of women’s shoes. 

In 1969, Edison started diversifying. With mixed re- 
sults, the company started or acquired chains in the 
hardware business, women’s and men’s apparel and in 
entertainment. 

The footwear division has held its own in recent years, 
but apparel has been a disaster. Like many competitors, 
Edison has suffered from consumers’ lack of interest in 
fashion trends during the last few years. 

Unlike some competitors, Edison concentrates on pri- 
vate-label merchandise, and its stores lack strong iderttity 
and loyalty, analysts say. 

ison is not that great of a competitor in an industry 
that’s under siege,” said Philip Abbenhaus, an analyst 
who follows retailers for Stifel, Nicolaus & Co. ‘The 
retail environment is as hard as ever. 

“People aren't buying now unless they have a pressing 
need, and even then they’re motivated by promotions. 
That’s a bad mix.’ 

Most of Edison’s stores are in the middle of malls, 
where business is not healthy these days. Its one chain of 
stores with locations mostly outside of malls, Repp Ltd. 
— which sells clothing to tall and big men — is doing well. 

Edison needs to close 35 percent to 40 percent of its 
stores, Abbenhaus said. Most stores have multi-year 
leases, but in bankruptcy leases can be canceled. 

The tenant still has to pay something to the landlord to 
get out of the lease. But courts may order, for example, a 
payment of one year’s rent instead of the four or five 
years that may be left on the lease. 

Another reason for the bankruptcy is that the 22 
largest creditors of Edison could not agree on a restruc- 
turing plan, said Alan Miller. Miller is Edison’s chief 
executive, who took over last spring just as the company’s 
fortunes were heading south.

Daiwa Deal

TOKYO — Daiwa Bank and Sumitomo 
Bank have agreed to merge next year in a 
move that will create the world’s largest bank, 
Japanese press reports said. 

The merger would rescue Daiwa, whose 
reputation has been tarnished after U.S. bank- 
ing regulators ordered the Japanese bank to 
shut down its U.S. operations within 90 days. 

The merger also would help Sumitomo ex- 
pand by taking over Daiwa’s trust-banking and 
securities operations. 

Analysts said it would hasten other mergers 
in Japan’s banking industry. 

Sumitomo, one of the world’s largest banks 
with $500 billion in assets, said it may hire 
some of Daiwa’s U.S. employees, purchase 
Daiwa assets and eventually even merge. with 
Daiwa. 

Daiwa has $10 billion in assets in the United 
States, and $184 billion in total assets. 

Both banks are based in Osaka. 

The Daiwa-Sumitomo alliance emerged as 
Japanese regulators and Daiwa officials 
sought to contain damage to Daiwa and the 
Japanese financial system after U.S. officials 
indicted Daiwa on criminal fraud charges. 
They ordered Daiwa to halt all U.S. opera- 
tions for hiding $1.1 billion in trading losses 
from regulators. 

Daiwa Bank officers and Japanese govern- 
ment officials seemed stunned by the severity 
of the punishment. 

“It seems a little extreme considering we 
are the only ones that were hurt,” said Taka- 
shi Kaiho, Daiwa president. ‘““We never had 
any plans to cover it up.”’ 

Daiwa’s chairman, Sumio Abekawa, re- 
signed Thursday after U.S. authorities an- 
nounced the punishments. 

He had originally planned to resign some- 
time next year. 

Daiwa said it would sell ‘‘some or all”’ of its 
U.S. operations, which include 15 retail bank- 
ing branchés located in major U.S. cities (in- 
cluding St., Louis), foreign exchange trading, 
lending and trust banking operations.

TOKYO — The news that Japan’s 10th- 
largest commercial bank has been booted out 
of the United States is seen as a stinging 
rebuke to Japan’s powerful Ministry of 
Finance. 

Richard Koo of Nomura Research Institute 
said the Finance Ministry's six-week delay in 
informing U.S. authorities of Daiwa’s $1.1 
billion in losses and 30,000 unauthorized U.S.

Economy Shows More

WASHINGTON — The nation’s 
unemployment rate fell to a 7-month 
low of 5.5 percent in October as the 
U.S. economy showed more life than 
expected. 

Businesses added 116,000 new 
jobs last month, exceeding the 
105,000-job gain analysts anticipat- 
ed. Friday’s Labor Department ‘re- 
port also showed that businesses yay 
be poised to step up hiring. 

“It’s more in liné with an economy 
that’s lost its youthful exuberance,” 
said Robert Dederick, an economic 
consultant at Northern Trust Co. in 
Chicago. “But it’s far from senility. 
Better to call it middle-aged.” 

Reflective of that moderation, Oc- 
tober’s gain lags the monthly average 
of 287,000 new jobs in last year’s 
fourth quarter. And the government 
revised lower its September new-job 
total to 50,000 from an initial ésti- 
mate of 121,000 a monthago. |

Speaking after a half-hour visit 
with Yeltsin at the Central Clinical 
Hospital, Prime Minister Viktor 
Chernomyrdin said he would “‘coordi- 
nate’’ work of the departments of 
defense, security, interior and for- 
eign affairs. 

“The president has to be partially 
relieved of these duties to give him a 
better chance to recover,’’ Cherno- 
myrdin said. ‘“But of course we seek 
the president’s advice on all key 
questions.” 


Chernomyrdin was evasive when 
asked whether Yeltsin had requested 
that he take on the additional respon- 
sibilities. “I could read in his eyes 
that Chernomyrdin needs to work 
more,’ the prime minister said. 

Chernomyrdin, who would take 
over as president if Yeltsin were inca- 
pacitated, did not formally assume 
the mantle of head of state. 


The broadcast, which showed Yelt- 
sin seated in an easy chair wearing a 
blue and white jogging suit, was the 
biggest interruption of the presi- 
dent’s semi-isolation since he was 
hospitalized for a mild heart attack on 
Oct. 26. 


The video showed Chernomyrdin’s 


visit with Yeltsin. Speaking i in a-halt- 
ing voice, Yeltsin said, “‘Subjectively 

, I'm not feeling bad now. 
The doctors consult with me twice a 
day. I must restore myself up to the 
standard, of course. But there is no 
reason to worry now.” 


Chernomyrdin looked concerned 
as Yeltsin stumbled over words, but 
the video later showed the two men 
chuckling over some wisecrack the 
prime minister made. The video last- 
ed less than a minute, 


From the start of Yeltsin’s illness, 
doctors suggested he would not re- 
turn to his Kremlin office for around 
six weeks, until sometime in 
December. 


For a full six days he saw no one 
but his bodyguards and wife, then 
chief presidential aide Viktor Ilyushin 
was permitted a 10-minute visit on 
Wednesday. He somberly came out of 
the hospital saying Yeltsin did not 
look well and that his illness was “‘no 
laughing matter.” 

Chernomyrdin, however, was up- 
beat enough to say Yeltsin not only 
will be healthy soon, but that his 
candidacy for a second term as presi- 
dent “‘is a matter of technicalities.”’ 

Russian media and political ana- 
lysts have taken a different view, 
largely predicting that Yeltsin’s sec- 
ond heart attack has put him out of 
the running for presidential elections 
scheduled for next June.

with bond set at $50,000 each. 

“I don’t know how this happened,” 
Knipp said in response to questions 
about why Department of Family 
Services workers didn’t notice the 
diminishing health of Michelle and 
her twin sister, whom police de- 
scribed as lethargic from 
malnutrition.

Knipp and Tena Thompson, state 
director of children’s services, said 
the department is investigating and 
will take appropriate actions against 
any worker found negligent. 

Knipp added that, in such cases, 
parental neglect and the ill effects of 
poverty “tie workers’ hands,” mak- 
ing it difficult to monitor caseloads 
adequately. 

Workers with the Department of 
Family Services have “‘a burdensome 
job,”’ acknowledged Lt. Col. Joseph J. 
Mokwa, chief of detectives for the 
police department. ‘‘But there is no 
way to explain something like this.” 

It’s “impractical” to expect the 
police to have prevented Michelle’s 
death, Mokwa said, because it has 


only 16 officers to investigate all of 
the Department of Family Services’ 
“innumerable” criminal cases. 

“This is why it’s so important for 
neighbors to look out for other peo- 
ple’s children,”” Mokwa said, encour- 
aging anyone who suspects a child is 
being neglected or abused to call this 
hot line: 1 (800) 392-3738. 

On the run-down street where the 
Grays’ house stands, neighbors ner- 
vously chatter about the Grays. 

“I can’t forget the dad running out 
of his house that morning, crying and 
yelling, ‘My baby died. My baby 
died,’ ’’ said Larry Williams, 50. “lI 
just can’t believe that this happened. 
He seemed like a good father to me.”’ 

Williams said Jeffrey Gray was a 
security guard but had recently been 
laid off. Williams said he and Gray 
liked to fix cars together.

; Illinois House Passes Bill On Sex Offenders 


Day-Care Centers And Schools Would Learn Of Those Living In Area

SPRINGFIELD, Ill. — The Illinois House unan- 
imously passed on Friday a measure that would 
give the public access to information about convict- 
ed sex offenders living near them. The bill now 
moves to the Senate. 

The bill would provide public access to informa- 
tion about sex offenders whose victims were under 
the age of 18 at the time of the offense. 

Currently, convicted sex offenders whose vic- 
tims are children are required to register with local 
police in Illinois when they move into a community, 
but the police aren’t allowed to reveal the offend- 
ers’ identities to anyone. 

Under the bill, day-care centers and schools 
would be notified by police of the identities of child 
sex offenders who move into their areas. In addi- 
tion, individuals would be able to look up the 
identities of those offenders. 

Missouri and many other states now have laws 
requiring sex-offender registration, but public noti- 
fication policies are rare. 

Perhaps the most notable such law is a New 
Jersey statute known as “Megan’s Law,” named 
after a child who was killed by a convicted sex 
offender. It has been upheld by the New Jersey 
state courts but is being challenged in federal 
courts.

“This is a good first step,” said state Rep. 
Douglas Scott, D-Rockford, “but we’re absolutely 
kidding ourselves if we think this solves the 
problem.” 

The community notification movement has be- 
come a high-profile issue in the bitterly partisan 
General Assembly, with Democrats trying to show 
they are tougher on crime than the Republican 
majority. Democrats unsuccessfully attempted this 
week to attach several amendments that would 
have expanded the scope of the community notifi- 
cation bill. 

Republicans, including Illinois Attorney General 
Jim Ryan, have argued that expanding the bill too 
much could increase the chances that it would be 
struck down by the courts as unconstitutional. 
Similar laws from a handful of other states still are 
being tested in the courts. 

The Legislature’s partisanship also was appar- 
ent on the so-called ‘‘motor-voter”’ issue Friday. 
On a largely party-line vote, the House defeated a 


measure that would have streamlined Illinois’ com- 
plicated voter-registration system, because Demo- 
crats didn’t believe it streamlined it enough. 

Although Republicans hold the majority of seats 
in the House, the measure required an extraordi- 
nary majority, which they couldn’t deliver without 
Democratic support. 

The federal motor-voter law calls for allowing 
people to register to vote through the mail or at 
state offices when they renew their drivers |i- 
censes. Illinois recently dropped its challenge of 
that law but then said the new registration system 
would apply only to federal elections. Democratic 
critics said that would lead to mass confusion 
among voters. 

The Republican-sponsored measure defeated 
Friday would have allowed voters to register for 
state and local elections under the same motor- 
voter system, but it still would have required them 
to fill out separate forms for each election. Demo- 
crats sided against the bill, saying it didn’t relieve 
the confusion. 

Republicans say they oppose further streamlin- 
ing of voter registration because it could lead to 
voter fraud. Democrats allege the real reason is 
that higher voter turnout traditionally has been 
perceived to help Democratic candidates more 
than Republicans.

public tours and a “‘Meet Your Seat”’ day for fans on 
Sunday at the 66,000-seat stadium. The latter event 
had been postponed from October by the St. Louis 
Convention and Visitors Commission so it wouldn’t 
interrupt the stadium’s construction schedule. 

‘We didn’t want to do anything that would impede 
us,” Akley said. 

Bob Wallace, the Rams’ vice president for admin- 
istration, said the ‘club expected to play the Pan- 
thers, an NFL expansion team, in the Trans World 
Dome. 

“Can we play a game there? Yes,”’ 
“Will it be perfect? No.” 

The stadium won't be completely finished until 
late December. But to ensure that it will be safe for 
fans, it’s getting the once-over from city inspectors 
for several departments: fire, building, mechanical, 
plumbing, elevator, electrical and health. 

On Thursday, fire inspectors conducted a ‘“‘smoke 
test.”” Smoke bombs were set off at various loca- 
tions, and the ventilation system was turned on to 
expel the haze from the building and lessen the 
hazard in an evacuation. 

“‘We got an A,”’ Akley said. 

Inspectors also tested the emergency lighting 
system. The regular lighting system was turned off, 
and the emergency lights were set to come on within 
18 seconds to guide fans to exits. 

“There were a couple of areas that did not re- 
spond like they should have,” Akley said. 

The lights passed inspection with a grade of B-, 
Akley said, but those areas will be addressed before 
the stadium opens. He hopes that all the inspections

_ will be complete by Tuesday, allowing the stadium 


to get its occupancy permit. 

“They’re getting down to the point where there’s 
very little left to inspect,’’ Akley said. “I’m confident 
we'll have a game. But I won’t be comfortable until 
they kick off.” 

Ground was broken on the stadium project in July 
1992. A completion date was set for May 1996. 
That date was then moved up to mid-October in the 
hope that the team could play its Oct. 22 game in the 
dome against the San Francisco 49ers. 

But stadium officials could not guarantee delivery 
of the stadium in “game ready”’ condition by that 
date, and the inaugural game was pushed back to 
Nov. 12. 

Akley said the Stadium Authority, which is over- 
seeing construction of the project, had used the two 
weeks since the 49ers game to finish up some 
construction, such as repaving nearby streets, 
erecting a marquee, finishing electrical work to 
concession areas and finishing restrooms and other 
plumbing. 

And there’s the matter of the inspections. City 
building commissioner Ronald H. Smith said he 
would issue a “certificate of substantial completion’’ 
so the Nov. 12 game can be played in the dome, 
provided the stadium authority passes the current 
round of inspections. A final occupancy permit will 
be issued when the stadium is complete, Smith said. 

“The goal is, probably sometime during the mid- 
dle of next week, we'll look at issuing a certificate,” 
Smith said. 

Some work will remain. The stadium is expected 
to. be completely finished by Jan. 1. “‘We’re still 
working,’ Akley said. 

The Convention and Visitors Commission has 
been training its army of 700 guest-services work- 
ers, commission spokeswoman Adella Jones said. 
The commission also is sending out about 10,000 
invitations to targeted groups in the hopes of selling 
about 800 unsold club seats and three suites.

The letter says the senators are “‘absolutely 
committed to getting the politics out” of the 
injury center’s work. It cites as evidence studies 
that are designed and used to “promote a cam- 
paign to reduce lawful firearms ownership in 
America.” 

The letter quotes the injury center’s director, 
Dr. Mark Rosenberg, as saying that he ‘‘envi- 
sions a long-term campaign, similar to tobacco 
use and auto safety,.to convince Americans that 
guns are, first and foremost, a public-health 
menace.”’ 

Mary Ann Fenley, a spokeswoman for the 
center, said that Rosenberg did not recall mak- 
ing the statement and that the comment did not 
accurately characterize the center’s job. 

She said the center looked at injuries and 
deaths from a number of causes, including car 
accidents, burns, drowning, and those caused by 
violence. Gun research, she said, “is only a 
small part of what we do.”’ 

“Our role is to provide scientific information 
for people who are making decisions, in this 
particular case, about owning firearms.” 

She said the studies found a greater risk for 
suicide or homicide by someone the victim knew 
in homes where guns were kept. Another study, 
she said, compared homicide rates in cities with 
and without gun restrictions.

She also had left Dublin, where she 
worked as a designer for a dress shop, to 
escape the fierce moral and political debate 
raging over abortion. Advocates of legalized 
abortion in Ireland hope to force the issue 
onto the ballot next year. 

“It is something people talk about every 
day, everywhere you go,” she said. “I need- 

ed to get away from it for a while, so I could 
return to face it and be stronger.” 

The thought of going back to Ireland was 
too much. She went into the restroom at the 
airport and broke her perfume bottle. She 
slashed both wrists with the shards of glass, 
then ingested a full bottle of aspirin from her 
purse. 


The next thing she remembers is riding 
in an ambulance to DePaul Health Center, 
where she is in a psychiatric ward. 

“I was very upset, and I overreacted,’’ 
she said Friday morning. “I didn’t know 
anybody in London. I had no money left. I 
really needed to spend some time with a 
friend and try to make some decisions. I felt 
like I didn’t have anything to live for.” 

The friend she had intended to visit in 
California is Carollee Peterson, a 51-year- 
old administrative judge for the city of 
Berkeley. The young woman lived with Pe- 
terson for a year from 1993-94.

Police are searching for a man and a woman who 
drove off in a yellow Buick after fatally shooting a man 
seated in his car outside a Central West End drug- 
store.

tives of the St. Louis Police Department, said Hamil- 
ton had attempted to go into Walgreens with Jordan, 
but was stopped at the door by a security guard 
because he was smoking. Hamilton then returned to 
his car. 

Mark Robinson, a spokesman for the police, said a 
store security guard spotted the yellow Buick leaving 
the lot after the shooting. 

Hamilton apparently tried to get away from his 
assailant because he drove the car south, ending up in 
an alley behind the store, Robinson said.

Westfall Budget Lacks Raise For County Workers

Many St. Louis County employees 
may not get a pay raise next year. 
That’s among the upshots of County 
Executive George R. “Buzz” West- 
fall’s proposal for a $269.7 million, 
no-growth budget submitted this 
week to the County Council. 

The county has about 4,000 em- 
ployees. Westfall, in his budget mes- 
sage, said about 40 percent of county 
workers have reached the highest 
spot in the salary range for their 
particular jobs, so they can no longer 
qualify for merit raises. The only way 


they can get more pay, Westfall said, 
is through an across-the- board 
increase. 

Westfall said that the county could 
not afford that now but that the situa- 
tion could change if the Missouri Su- 
preme Court upholds the state “‘use 
tax”’ on purchases of out-of-state 
goods by businesses and residents. 
The county gets about $4 million a 
year from the tax but has been put- 
ting the revenue in an escrow ac- 


count until a ruling is issued. A ruling -

Housing Money Allocation 
Makes Aldermen Unhappy.

Several aldermen criticized Mayor 
Fréeman Bosley Jr. on Friday over 
allocations of federal housing money 
in a block-grant measure for next 


year. 

Although the debate lasted more 
than an hour, the aldermen ended up 
approving the measure 25-3. 

Alderman Sharon Tyus, D-20th 
Ward, said Bosley had promised 
when elected that he would distribute 
the funds according to need, but she 
said that was not being done. She said 
her ward was among the city’s needi- 
est but got $350,000 — a below- 
average chunk of the $10 million 
from federal grants. The average 
was a little more than $350,000. 

She charged that Bosley had 
awarded higher amounts to the 
wards represented by his political 
supporters. 

Patricia Washington, an aide to 
Bosley, disagreed. “‘Nobody is more 


committed to seeing that there is 
equity in the use of those funds than 
Mayor Bosley,’’ she said. 

Washington said every alderman 
had ‘“‘countless opporiunities’’ to 
make a case for allocations in his or 
her ward. “I don’t think there is any- 
one who is totally satisfied,’’ she said. 

The Community Development 
Agency, run by mayoral appointees, 
allocated housing money from the 
block grant to each of the 28 wards in 
amounts ranging from $100,000 in 
the 16th and 23rd wards to $500,000 
in the 3rd, 5th, 9th and 27th wards. 

Alderman Irene Smith, D-1st 
Ward, agreed with Tyus, saying the 
effort to provide some money for 
every ward deprived the areas with 
the biggest problems. The least 
needy wards should be willing to sac- 
rifice for the needier, she said. 

“This city is not going to move 
forward unless we start looking at 
things holistically,”’ Smith said. ‘Fair 
does not always mean equal.”, 


Alderman Martie J. Abotissie, 
sponsor of the measure and chairman 
of the aldermanic housing cofmmit- 
tee, said the critics were lookin}{at 
only a third of the $31 million grants 
measure. He said they should take 
into account the spending for ‘social 
service programs, such as day,care 
and health services, in their warfis. 

The wards with the most poor peo- 
ple get by far the biggest share of the 
block grants, said Aboussie, D-9th 
Ward. 

The measure applies for $26, mil 
lion in Community Development 
Block Grants and $5.2 million in 
grants for home repairs for elderly 
and poor people, shelters for home- 
less people and housing for people 
with AIDS. The measure represents 
a cut of almost $7 million from last 
year’s grants. 

Aboussie said this year’s estimates 
were conservative. He said he was 
optimistic that Congress would sup- 
ply more money to the program.

Statistic that startled some an- 
alysts: For the year ending Sept. 30, 
workers’ wages and benefits rose just 
2.7 pettent, the smallest increase 
sincé the Labor Department began 
keeping track in 1981. 

Some see this trend as not-so-bad 
news. Slow-rising wages lead to less 
inflation, which helps keep interest 
rates down. Indeed, this newspaper 
published a wire service account of 
the wage data under the caption: 
“Chugging Ahead.” The item cited 
the low wage gains along with in- 
crease home sales as “fresh signs 
of economic vitality without 

“ 4 inflation.” 

Of course, if 
you happen to 
be one of those 
workers whose 
earnings have 
been going lit- 
tle or nowhere, 
you probably 
have a different 
view, especially 
as you read 
about how pro- 

ductivity i is up and the stock market 
is flourishing. 

“People still say they don’t feel 
like they’ re benefiting. And they’re 
right,” one economist told The Wall 
Street. : 


The trend is especially pro- 
nounced among workers in the manu- 
facturing industry, where unemploy- 
ment remains relatively high, 
keeping wages down. In the St. Louis 
area, workers’ hourly earnings in- 
creased just 2.2 percent in the last 
year; according to the Missouri Divi- 
sion of Employment Security. That’s 
sligkthy-worse than last year, but it’s 
muéh better than the years 1990-93, 
whénthe average yearly wage in- 
cregse was 1.3 percent.

ROWING NUMBERS of 

Americans are trading their 

welfare checks and food 
stamps for jobs, even as Congress 
wrestles with ways to end what crit- 
ics say is a cycle of dependency 
among the country’s poorest 
families. 

Democrats say an improving econ- 
omy is the reason for the shrinking 
welfare caseloads; Republicans say 
families are leaving the rolls as Con- 
gress and the states make clear that 
they are serious about overhauling 
the system and requiring work. 

Some experts say both factors may 
be at play. 

Gerald Whitburn, secretary of 
health and human services in Massa- 
chusetts, notes, ““The economy is 
good in many states, reform is in the 
air, and people everywhere under- 
stand that we’re getting closer to a 
work requirement.” 

‘“‘There’s an expectation that the 
endless stream of welfare checks is 
coming to a close; there’s a sunset in 
that environment,” he said from Bos- 
ton. Welfare reform has been a top 
issue there for two years, and case- 
loads have been dropping just as long. 

“Finally, governors are putting in 
place changes that are driving more 
positive behavior and a reduced case- 
load,’ Whitburn said. 


Nationwide, low-income Ameri- 
cans began giving up their food 
stamps and leaving the rolls of Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children in 
the summer of 1994, after years of 


rapid growth in the two programs, 

according to figures from the depart- 

ments of Agriculture and Health and 
uman Services. 

In the case of food stamps, the 
number of recipients dropped to 25.9 
million in August, the first time that 
participation had fallen below 26 mil- 
lion in three years. 

At its peak in March 1994, the 
food stamp program helped 28 mil- 
lion people — more than one in 10 
Americans — buy groceries. 

For Aid to Families with Depen- 
dent Children, a federal-state cash 
welfare program for poor families, 
participation tumbled in August to 
13.2 million recipients in 4.72 million 
families. At the program’s height, 
also in March 1994, it was supporting 
14.36 million people in 5.08 million 
families; one in seven American chil- 
dren depended on welfare. 

Today, one in every eight children 
receives Aid to Families with Depen- 
dent Children, and the numbers are 
falling across the country. 

States, meanwhile, are experi- 
menting with time limits on welfare 
benefits, work requirements for re- 
cipients and bans on cash payments 
to children born into welfare-depen- 
dent families. 


Thirty-five states have received 
permission from President Bill Clin- 
ton’s administration to change the 
rules of their welfare programs; 19 
are trying time-limited welfare and 
13 are trying caps on benefits. 

At the same time, lawmakers in 
Washington are writing final legisla- 
tion to abolish Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children, curb food stamp

An FAA reform bill passed by the 
House this week would make the 
agency independent and ensure that 
those funds would be used only on 
airport improvements. 

Hinson said he opposed making the 
FAA independent or pulling the funds 
out of the general revenue budget. 
He and President Bill Clinton support 
a reform bill that would give the FAA 
more power to control how those 
funds are spent, he said. 

Other FAA issues Hinson outlined 
included: 

@ The ever-increasing number of 
equipment failures at air traffic con- 
trol centers. That equipment, which 
guides airplanes through the con- 
gested skies, has failed at least a 
dozen times this year. Most recently, 
FAA officials suspect large flocks of 
birds heading south overloaded radar 
systems. The overload caused delays 
at airports in Kansas City, Omaha, 
Neb., and Des Moines, Iowa. 

Hinson said that the reform bill he 
supported would let the FAA buy 
equipment it needed without getting 
bogged down in red tape. Now, the 
FAA must follow a 17-foot list of 
rules to buy computers. 

“The rules are really there to pro- 
tect the taxpayer,”’ Hinson said. ‘“‘But 
they do just the opposite. They cause 
us to spend more money, take longer 
and, eventually, get obsolete 
equipment.” 


Hinson said, though, that most 
outages were caused by electrical 
power and telephone failures and not 
computer failures. He said the sys- 
tem was fully operational 99.4 per- 
cent of the time. 

® Hinson said no end was in sight 
to the stringent security measures 
that were heightened last month at 
airports nationwide. He said the or- 
der came after Clinton learned of 
terrorist threats to aviation.

Banking On Middle East’s Future 


The Europeans don’t want it, the Persian Gulf 
states don’t want it, Syria and Lebanon won’t even 
talk about it and Iran, Iraq and Libya weren’t even 
asked. Nonetheless, the United States’ idea of a 
Middle East Development Bank moved slightly for- 
ward this week. Now, it must become a reality, but 


that goal will depend on reluctant Europeans and 
Arabs. 


~The second Middle East economic conference, 
officially known as the Middle East/North Africa 
Economic Summit, spent three days this week dis- 
cussing agreements in principle to increase trade in 
the region and passed a resolution formally authoriz- 
ing the creation of a Middle East Development Bank 
to be capitalized at $5 billion. 
‘+. Now comes the hard part — persuading the 
holdouts to join. Without them, the resolution means 
little. Before the conference, approval of the idea 
had seemed unlikely. Its passage says much about 
US. influence, and Israel’s determination to support 
the peace process by economic development, along 
with Egypt and Jordan. 


The key players in bringing the bank this far have 
been the United States and Israel. The former has 


influence in Europe and can perhaps persuade the 


European Economic Union of the fact that the 
Middle East needs so much help that existing EC 
programs won’t be compromised by the creation of 
a development bank. 


Israel also has a role to play. While it wants 
regional economic development, it sees much of its 
future in high-tech trade with Europe and America. 
Israel should make clear to Europe that such trade 
can flourish only if the West helps the Middle East 
as a whole to flourish, too. 


The participation of the Persian Gulf states — 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and the United Arab Emirates 
— is an even greater problem. Without their mon- 
ey, the West hasn’t the spare capital to finance a 
bank on its own. Without the Gulf states’ money, 
and their involvement in regional economic develop- 
ment, there won’t be much for a long time. 


In this respect, it is significant that the one solid 
deal to come out of the conference was an agree- 
ment by Qatar to negotiate the sale of natural gas to 
Israel through Enron, a U.S. energy company. The 
entire region needs such economic development. 
The more than 1,000 diplomats and business execu- 
tives who attended the summit, as well as their 
governments back home, should take note. 


Welcome Compassion 


Blue Cross and Blue Shield of Missouri has made 
the right decision and reversed itself by agreeing to 
offer immediate health-insurance coverage for a 
form of breast cancer treatment that, by law, it 
didn’t have to offer until next year. It previously had 
refused to pay for the procedure for one of its 
policyholders. 


The controversial procedure requires the remov- 
al of T-cells from the bone marrow of the patient, 
followed by chemotherapy to kill the cancer. The 
bone marrow is then replaced. 


' Until this week, the company had regarded the 
procedure as experimental, even though its sister 
company in Kansas City pays for the procedure. All 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield groups are independent 
companies and, thus, have no uniform guidelines on 
which medical procedures to cover. 


When two insurance companies, in the same state 
no less, reach opposite conclusions about covering 
the same medical procedure, it shows the extent to 
which such decisions are driven as much by dollars 
and cents as by medical advice. As one Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield of Missouri spokesman notes, ‘“We 


have a responsibility to spend our medical dollars 
wisely.” 

That’s probably the best answer you can expect 
when health-policy decisions are influenced more by 
M.B.A.s than M.D.s. This case is a reminder, too, of 
how little Congress has done about health-insurance 


reforms following its rejection of the Clinton admin- 
istration’s proposals. 


Beginning Jan. 1, Missouri law will require all 
insurers to offer this special treatment for breast 
cancer. Until this week, Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
of Missouri had said it would wait until the law took 
effect before paying for the procedure. 


This clearly was a difficult decision. Further med- 
ical evidence may even show that the company’s 
original position was the right one. But by reversing 
itself, the company could very well be giving a 
woman a fighting chance of surviving breast cancer. 


On a larger scale, everyone would be much better 


- off with a health-insurance system in which cover- 


age does not depend on whether the policyholder 
lives in St. Louis or Kansas City, for example, and 
whether he or she has a job. 


: Let Motor-Voter Succeed In Illinois 


11 Just in time for remedial action to be taken at the 
current veto session of the Illinois Legislature, a 
lawsuit has been filed in Chicago challenging the 
state’ s awkward and unfair two-tiered voter regis- 
tration system. Before a judge strikes down the 
setup, legislators should make changes so that any- 
one who registers to vote in federal elections is 
eligible to cast state and local ballots as well. 


The two-tiered system resulted from Illinois’ 
grudging acceptance of the federal motor-voter law, 
which requires voter registration to be available 
when people renew their drivers’ licenses. Illinois 
fought the mandate all the way; when it finally was 
iinsuccessful in the courts, it gave in — but let such 
registration be valid only for federal elections. Any- 
one who wanted to vote in state and local elections 
still had to register separately. 


. Imagine the chaos that will result if the dual 
system is still valid for the state primary in March. 
People signed up to vote for candidates for the U.S. 
Senate could be turned away when they try to vote 
for their state senator or representative. As the 
lawsuit filed Monday by Cook County Clerk David 
Orr and the Illinois Federation of Labor states, the 


aa 
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plan violates the state constitution’s requirement 
for general and uniform voter registration. 


It also thwarts the worthy goal of bringing more 
people into the political process. In Missouri, where 
motor-voter took effect in 1993, the first six months 
of this year saw the state ring up the third-largest 
gain in the nation for registration as a percentage of 
the state’s unregistered population — an impres- 
sive 20.7 percent. Of the 155,000 Missourians who 
registered from Jan. 1 to June 30, more than 
120,000 signed up at new registration sites. Nation- 
wide, more than 5 million new voters have regis- 
tered since motor-voter went into effect. 


Given such results, at a time when people are said 
to be increasingly disenchanted with government, 
Illinois has no excuse not to change its system. GOP 
legislative leaders may fear that new voters will cast 
more ballots for Democrats than Republicans, but 
such concerns are no reason to perpetuate a confus- 
ing, unfair registration system. Neither are fears 
that widespread registration will lead to vote fraud. 
Illinois voters deserve a system that is understand- 
able and open. Anyone who believes in democracy 
should demand the change.

No Excuses 


For Sleazy 
Talk Shows 


Harry Levins’ Oct. 28 story, in 


which local TV station managers re- 


sponded to criticism of sleazy talk 
shows, was remarkable. Not one ex- 
ecutive accepted responsibility for 
the tawdriness of the medium. Not 
one had any recommendation to re- 
duce TV gutter-talk, or even hinted 
that cleaning up the smut might be 
desirable. 

Instead, they set up a straw man 


’ or tagged the public for its dubious 


taste. One manager said he’s a pro- 
ponent of looser controls, objecting 
when government tells us how to 
run our lives. Never mind that the 
William Bennett initiative has noth- 
ing to do with legislative remedies. 


- The'specter of censorship was hever 


raised. Yet Channel 11 found that 
unlikely scenario a convenient way 
to dodge the indictment. 

Rather than try to defend the 
genre, Channel 2 simply said that if 
you think TV talk shows are bad, 
you ought to see the soaps. That’s 
like justifying petty theft because it’s 
milder than grand larceny. 

KTVI-TV intimated that it gives 
the public what it wants, being reluc- 
tant to judge what others should 
watch. ‘The viewers have their own 
way to decide, their own polling sys- 
tem.”’ In other words, bizarre con- 
tent doesn’t seem to matter. If view- 
ers accept it, the station will deliver. 
But the station did concede there 
might be a line it wouldn’t cross. 
“Nobody can condone every topic in 
the talk-show format.” 

And Channel 5 also has its limits. 
It wouldn’t air a segment dealing 
with a woman who had 100 sexual 
partners in 24 hours. Now that’s 
moral courage! 

The most telling response Levins 
received from managers came from 
Channel 11. It claims that “vast 
numbers of viewers” like the seamy 
shows. That’s why they’re made and 
why advertisers buy time on them. 


my daughter is not disabled and 
rides a Rockwood School District 
bus.

After an 18-month campaign by 
the Post-Dispatch to discredit Spe- 
cial School District, the paper re- 


- vealed its true intent before the re- 


cent Senate hearings started. It 
wishes to abolish the district and to 


have the local districts provide their 
own special education. 

By not being explicit about its pur- 
pose, the Post-Dispatch has made it 
hard for people fully to understand 
the information it discusses publicly. 

For example, while the Post-Dis- 
patch has criticized SSD for spend- 
ing down its reserves, it has chosen 
not to discuss the expenditure of 
more than $23 million during the 
same time for capital improvements. 
It has not discussed SSD’s not hav- 
ing any indebtedness. Maybe the dis- 
trict should have sought a bond issue 
for capital expenditures. 

However, a fair discussion of the 
reserve spend-down should have in- 
cluded a full discussion of capital ex- 
penditures. Last year, the Post-Dis- 
patch also continued to report SSD’s 
level of reserves to be much lower 
than SSD was making public. It did 
not discuss the significant increase 
in students served during the last 
five years and this effect on the bud- 
get. It did not’ present the issues 
fully. 

Even today, the Post-Dispatch 
continues not to report information 
that does not conform to its desire to 
discredit the district. Recently, it 
failed to report fully the testimony of 
five local superintendents who had 
experience in other counties and 
states with special education. All re- 
ported that SSD provides as good as 


or a better education for children 
with disabilities than unified districts 
and districts using a cooperative ap- 
proach to special education in which 
they have worked. 

The Post-Dispatch has not fully 
reported the many testimonials to 
the excellent quality of services pro- 
vided by SSD. Somehow, it cannot 
understand that the administration it 
has criticized is also responsible for 
providing quality education. 

Over the last year, the Post con- 
stantly called for making the “‘Re- 
bore file” public. Once this file was 
made public, the Post-Dispatch has 
not reported that many allegations in 
it were factually inaccurate and oth- 
ers were trivial, at best. The report 
on the file and the file did not fit into 
the paper’s preconception of wanting 
to discredit Ronald Rebore, and thus 
to discredit the district. 

Even in its recent editorial, the 
paper ignores the fact that allega- 
tions it calls ‘shocking’ have been 
shown to be wrong. For example, 
board member Frederick Bierman 
stated that when he first came onto 
the board, he was misled about the .

“The existing system for setting 
fuel economy standards . . . has seri- 
ous defects that warrant careful ex- 
amination.

Brooks Might Have To posal Stable Of Small Backs

Like a pair of frisky Clydesdales, 
jumbo backs Jerome Bettis and Leon- 
ard Russell did a number on New 
Orleans in September. 

And that number was 150 — the 
number of yards the 240-pound plow 
horses pounded out against the 
Saints in a 17-13 Rams victory at 
Busch Stadium. 

Russell carried nine times for 67 
yards, a season high. Bettis carried 
20 times for 83 yards, just five yards 
off his season high. The Rams’ 151 
rushing yards overall was a season 
high as well. 

But it will go down to the wire as to 
whether Bettis and Russell will play 
in Sunday’s rematch in New Orleans. 
Bettis, the team’s rushing leader 
with 408 yards, did not take a snap in 
practice all week because of a foot 
injury that has bothered him for more 
than a month. 

“‘We’re probably going to check 
him in the pregame, to see if he has a 
shot to play,”’ said Johnny Roland, the 
Rams’ running backs coach and assis- 
tant head coach. 

The Rams must declare three ad- 
ditional players inactive 90 minutes 
before kickoff Sunday to reach the 
45-man game day roster. Their Fri- 
day inactives were offensive lineman 
Jesse James, defensive back John 
Reece, defensive lineman Jay Will- 
iams and wide receiver Alexander 
Wright. 

Russell, the No. 2 rusher with 168 
yards, missed workouts Wednesday 
and Thursday because of a toe injury 
but took a few snaps Friday at Math- 
ews-Dickey Boys’ Club. 

“T think I’ll play,’’ Russell said. 
“‘What they’re concerned about is me 
going out there the first series and 
getting it hurt when they’ve deacti- 
vated somebody else. But I’m pretty 
sure I should be all right for the 
whole game.” 

The three healthy backs on the 
roster are mighty mites compared to 
Bettis and Russell: Johnny Bailey is 5 
feet 8, 190 pounds; Brent Moss is 5- 
8, 211; and newly:signed Greg Robin- 
son is 5-10, 205. 

“The pony backfield, huh?’’ coach 
Rich Brooks said. 

And the inexperienced backfield. 
Robinson hasn’t carried in a regular- 
season game since his rookie season, 
1993. Moss, a rookie, has only five 
carries for 26 yards in the National 
Football League, and those came at 
garbage time of the blowout loss to 
San Francisco. Bailey is in his sixth 
NFL season, but has only 163 career 
carries and just 10 this season.

lenge, not because he stands to make $6 
million or more but because he understands 
that without it, he would not be generally 
accepted as the best heavyweight in the 
world today. Without Holyfield (31-2) and 
the 24 rounds of devilish torment the two 
have produced for each other, he would still 
be considered a slightly portly kid with a 
questionable heart. 

Without a man who can lead him to the 
doorstep of hell, Riddick Bowe would not be 
Riddick Bowe. He would still be Ridiculous 
Bowe, as someone in the New York press 
once labeled him early in his career. This he 
could not abide. So for that, at least, Bowe 
knows he owes Holyfield something. He 
owes him one more beating. 

“Every fighter needs another fighter to 
help him get up on that pedestal,” Bowe 


explained this week. “For Muhammad Ali, it 
was Joe Frazier. For me, it’s Evander. I 
need him. He needs me. 

“It would have been unfortunate for me if 
I didn’t have Evander trying to beat me up 
because people would probably still be call- 
ing me mediocre.” 

After two classic battles of will and skill 
with Holyfield, no one is calling Bowe medi- 
ocre anymore. When he bombed and bat- 
tered his way to the heavyweight title on 
Nov. 13, 1992, Bowe lifted himself above 
what was then a crowded field of contend- 
ers. Then he lost the title back to Holyfield 
51 weeks later after a year of profligate 
living in which he ate his way out of a 
championship belt. But he fought bravely in 
defeat to try to keep it. Bowe learned a hard 
lesson about his sport and himself. 

He learned that as long as Evander Holy- 
field was willing to put on shorts and boxing 
gloves, he had better be ready to fight all 


night. If he wasn’t ready to do that, only one 


fate awaited him. He would lose. 
“That was my biggest mistake,” Bowe 


- 


says now of his lack of mental and physical 
preparation for that second fight two years 
ago. “I didn’t give myself the best opportu- 
nity to win. But that was a blessing. 

“I went back to doing some of the things I 
did in the first fight that allowed me to win. 
Using my jab. Throwing countershots. This 
fight will be like the first one. The second 
time, I just went for the knockout because I 
wanted to try and surpass the first fight. 
This time I'll just be content beating him.”’ 

There is a grudging sense of respect in 
those words, the big man acknowledging 
finally that the little man can put him at risk. 
At 240 pounds, Bowe will hold a 27-pound 
advantage over Holyfield and at least a 3- 
inch height and 4-inch reach advantage. 
These are major assets in a fight of this 
magnitude, but they alone are not enough, 
and Bowe now understands this, too. To 
beat Evander Holyfield, it is not enough to 
be taller and stronger and perhaps even 
faster. You'd better have the heart of a lion 
and the temperament of a mountain goat.

Brakes Emit 
Gurgling Sound 


By Tom and Ray Magliozzi 


Dear Tom and Ray: I have a ’90 Ford 
Tempo with a little over 37,000 miles. My 
problem is that when I apply the brakes and 
come to a stop, I get a gurgling sound like 
water splashing around in the front of the 
car. I have taken it to two different mechan- 
ics who checked the antifreeze level, brakes 
and heater and cannot find the problem. 
There are no leaks, either. Please help. 


Ray: It’s probably nothing to worry about. 
In fact, as long as you’re getting sufficient 
heat and your coolant level is OK, you may 
want to just leave it the way it is. Personally, 
I find the sound of waves rather soothing. 


Tom: There are two possibilities. One is 
that some rainwater may be trapped in the 
ventilation system. It’s supposed to flow out 
through small drain holes, but sometimes 
those drain holes get plugged up, and need 
to be blown out with compressed air. 


Ray: More likely, however, is that some 
air is trapped in your heater core. They may 
have checked the heater, but they didn’t 
check well enough. The heater core is under 
the dashboard, and it’s supposed to be com- 
pletely filled with coolant from the cooling 
system. If there’s air in there, you could 
certainly hear some sloshing. 


Tom: Ask your mechanic to bleed the air 
out of your cooling system. Make sure you 
tell him you think there’s air in the heater 
core, so they can do a careful job. That 
should solve your problem, Marie.

Dear Tom and Ray: I own a 1987 roar 


“4X4 with a 2.9-liter V6 automatic. 
truck has 100,000-plus miles on it. .I si 
chased it used a year ago, so I don’t have a 
lot of vehicle history. To make a long, painful 
story short, I have had the lifters, oil pump 
and main bearings replaced recently and I 
still have what is being diagnosed as a couple 
of noisy lifters on the passenger bank of the 
engine. They are extremely noisy at cold 
start-up, and quiet down slightly after warm- 
up. It seems unlikely that new lifters would 
go bad so soon. What else could be causing 
the lifters to be noisy? 

Ray: It may not be the lifters at all. It 
could be one of the things that’s very close 
to the lifters. 

Tom: One possibility is that the valves 
haven’t been adjusted properly. There’s a 
very specific procedure Ford recommends 
to adjust the valve clearance on these 2.9- 
liter engines. It involves adjusting one cylin- 
der at a time, rotating the crankshaft by 
hand while facing east, turning the adjusting 
screw 1.8 millimeters, etc. Your Ford dealer 
will have the writeup on this, or your local 
mechanic can look it up if he has a “‘Mitchell 
on Demand”’ computerized service guide, or 
something similar. 

Ray: When that doesn’t work, replace the 
entire rocker assemblies including the rock- 
er shafts. The rockers are the things that 
push open the valves. They’re moved by the 
lifters. And I've seen the rockers on some of 
these engines get so much slop in them that 
the rockers make more noise than the

The answer is, plenty. If your home 
computer is judiciously used in tandem with 
well-designed software that is appropriate 
for your child’s age and stage of 
development, it can enhance her learning 
in several ways: 

@ Multisensory learning. “Research 
shows that learning is much more profound 
when several of the senses are used,’”’ says 

Bernie Luskin, president of ‘Jones 
Education Networks, a cable

In contrast to a classroom setting, 
where an adult directs the flow 
and content of the lesson, when a 
child is pressing the keys or 
clicking the mouse, “‘she is 
initiating the action and directing 
the agenda,” says Luskin. “And 
that is very empowering.” 
®@ Rewarding curiosity. Well- 
designed software encourages and 
rewards curiosity and progress. 
Positive reinforcement comes in 
the form of “payoff animation” — 
a hearty “Hooray!” or a 
somersault performed by a cute 
on-screen character. Wrong answers may 
be met with further clues or a voice urging 
the child to try again. 


@ Absence of peer pressure. “‘A home 
computer offers a child the opportunity to 
work at his own pace in a comfortable, 
personal setting — where he can get 
things wrong without feeling intimidated,” 
says Laura Leininger, an educational- 
software-development researcher. 

Software that allows children to ask for 
help, offers clues and rewards them for 
taking risks reinforces their willingness to 
take risks again. 

Ages 3 to 5 

You can introduce your child to the 
computer at about age 3, according to 
education experts. “Even young children 
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can quickly davalen ¢ the eye-hand 
coordination necessary to click on-screen 
images,” says Leininger. Before long, their 
click-and-drag skills may challenge many 
an adult's. 

Cognitive and language development 
fundamentals: ‘Important preliteracy skills 
are being developed when a child begins to 
recognize, for instance, that the dancing 
dinosaur appeared on-screen when she 
pressed the D key,” says Addie Swartz, 
president of BrightIdeas, a Concord, 
Mass., company that uses Tupperware-like 
gatherings to help parents select software 
that suits their child’s age, development

and learning style. 

“And when the child’s action causes an 
on-screen effect, she sees the principle of 
cause and effect at work” — usually over 
and over in the repetitive learning style 
preschoolers enjoy. 

Children are also developing important 
classification and sorting skills when they 
play on the computer, notes Swartz. For 
instance, in a game called Snap Dragon 
(MECC), kids burst soap bubbles with a 
click of the pointer, and a variety of objects 
appear; then children are asked to put 
objects in their proper places or to put all

Warming-Up Exercises Not The Same As Stretching 


Dear Dr. Donohue: Is warming-up exercise the 
same as stretching exercise? 


No. Warm-up exercises are to send blood cours- 
ing to muscles and tendons so that they become 
more pliant for the stresses to come. Jogging 
gently in place is your typical warm-up exercise. 

Stretching exercises are to limber 
the joint structures themselves — 
which is why they are done after the 
warm-ups. Stretching cold muscles and 
tendons, sometimes only slightly, can 
lead to injury. 

Properly warmed up and properly 
stretched muscles. perform most effi- 
ciently and safely.

Dear Dr. Donohue: | am a woman, 
64, with arthritis in both hips. Walking 
hurts. I have always been very active 
and want to keep moving. Please recommend some 
exercise for me. Does exercise cause arthritis? 


Most authorities agree that exercise doesn’t 
cause arthritis. But if you already have arthritis, 
imprudent exercise can inflame joints and make 
things worse. Arthritis patients, therefore, should 
be careful just how they exercise. Some patients 
get exercise prescriptions from their doctor. 

If walking is too much for you, perhaps cycling 


will not be. Riding a bicycle is an excellent activity 
that places minimal pressure on the hips. 

Or how about swimming? If you have a public 
pool available, you might want to try water walk- 
ing. Water has a gentle massaging effect on joints. 
You can buy a flotation device for water walking, 

incidentally. 

Walking i is for most a convenient ex- 
ercise. Perhaps you have been walking 
in unfavorable terrain — uphill or over 


hard surfaces. A change might be in 
order.

Dear Dr. Donohue: Do you subscribe 
to the old saw about “‘no pain no gain’’? I 
often wonder when I should quit exer- 
cising. I don’t want to baby myself, but I 
don’t want to do any damage either. 
How do you know when enough is 

enough? 

Let’s distinguish between types of pain. One is 
more of a discomfort you might feel during exer- 
cise. It is safe to exercise to some level of discom- 
fort and keep going on at that level. But even that 
kind of pain can end up sending serious signals of 
something amiss. Only common sense permits the 
athlete to recognize a potentially hurtful pain. 

The other broad category of pain is the kind that 


lasts for an hour or longer after you stop exercis- 
ing. If you have that, you are overdoing your 
exercise and should cut back on intensity or dura- 
tion accordingly. If the pain persists despite cutting 
back, have the pain investigated further.

For the woman who avoids high-iron 
foods such as meat, the prospect of deficiency rises 
proportionately. When body stores drop to a criti- 
cal level, anemia occurs. 

In addition, I might add that impacts of exercise 
such as running can actually destroy red cells, and 
you can lose more iron that way.

Solar Dryer Lessens Need To Burn Green Wood 


Q:I plan to use my fireplace this 
fall, but all I have is recently cut 
green firewood. Is there any way to 
get wood to season fast so that I can 
use it this year? — J.Z. 


As It is very important to use 
properly seasoned firewood, even in 
an open fireplace. Damp green logs 
are not only difficult to light and keep 
burning, but they fill your chimney 
with flammable creosote. Then, later 
in the winter when you build a hot fire 
with well seasoned wood, a chimney 
fire may start. Many homes and lives 
are lost each year due to chimney 
fires from creosote buildup. Have 
your chimney cleaned regularly. 

You can usually tell if wood is sea- 
soned by knocking two logs together. 
They should make a ringing sound, 
not just a dull thud. The ends of 
seasoned logs are usually checked 
and cracked. 

The simplest and most efficient 
way to season wood quickly is to build 
a do-it-yourself Virginian solar dryer. 
In early spring, this solar dryer can 
also be used as a cold frame for start- 
ing plants. In the summer, it can be 
used to dry fruits and vegetables 
naturally. 

It is basically an 8-by-6-foot ply- 
wood box with a sloped clear front. 
Make the framing with 2-by-4 lumber 
and use %-inch plywood to cover it. 
The open front can be covered with 
clear plastic film, fiber reinforced 
plastic (FRP) or old storm doors. 

Add several air outlet vents to the 
plywood top section and in the top of 
the sides near the back. Standard 


roof vents work well, or you can 
make your own from sheet aluminum 
flashing. 

Cut low inlet air vents in the bot- 
tom of the plywood sides near the 
front. Cover the vents with screen- 
ing, especially if you plan to use it for 
food drying in the summer. 

Paint the entire inside flat black 


and cover the floor of the dryer with . 


black plastic film. The black color 
intensifies the sun’s heat. Position 
the dryer so the front faces south. 
This does two things. The heat cre- 
ates natural (thermosiphoning) air 
flow through the dryer. The hot air 
also reduces the relative humidity 
inside, so the wood dries faster. 

Build two large doors in the back 
panel. When stacking wood inside, 
place small wood strips between each 
layer of wood. This provides air cir- 
culation between the layers. Stack 
the split logs with the bark side down.

similar objects together in a scrap- 
book. ‘‘They don’t know that 
they’re classifying and sorting; 
they’re just having fun,’ says 
Swartz. 

Even playful point-and-click pro- 
grams in which preschoolers make 
on-screen images dance, sing or do 
tricks have educational value. Al- 
though these antics may seem like 
little more than high-tech high jinks 
to parents, they. actually encourage 
early exploratory skills, according 
to Leininger. “‘Children who keep 
hunting for ‘hot spots’ are rewarded 
for their curiosity and persistence,” 
she says. 


Ages 6 to 8 

One of the most important learn- 
ing goals for children this age is the 
development of a skill called ‘‘auto- 
maticity.’’ This is the ability to treat 
certain tasks as routine, freeing up 
the brain’s higher centers for more 
complicated tasks. For instance, 
“‘an automatic recall of phonics or 
sight words allows for rapid reading 
and good comprehension,’ explains 
educational psychologist Jane M. 
Healy, Ph.D., author of ‘‘Your 
Child’s Growing Mind’ (Double- 
day). If a child’s higher-thinking 
centers are occupied with, say, 
sounding out words, his fluency and 
understanding may suffer 

How automaticity works: Some 
educators believe that drill-and-re- 
view programs that dole out magic 
coins or extra lives for the success- 
ful completion of basic math or 
spelling tasks blend novelty with 
repetition and develop automaticity 
in a playful environment. The best 
programs allow parents or children 
to modify the difficulty or the focus 
of the drills. “Smart” software even 
adjusts the level of difficulty as the 
child becomes more proficient. 

Writing and editing skills: Anoth- 
er important learning task for chil- 
dren this age is developing the abili- 
ty to convert thoughts and ideas 
into written language. Well-de- 
signed writing and creativity soft- 
ware can provide a boost to reluc- 
tant as well as proficient writers. 

“Some children don’t write free- 
ly because they have trouble spell- 
ing or forming letters,”’ says Healy. 
“When the computer provides a 
spell-check program, children can 
spend less time worrying about get- 
ting words and letters onto the pa- 
per and more time focusing on orga- 
nizing their ideas and putting them 
into words.”’ 

Computers also encourage kids

school children also begin to devel- 
op the ability to observe, hypothe- 
size and verify their predictions. 
And although a computer doesn’t 
exactly offer the same testing 
ground as a science laboratory, it 
can help children develop reasoning 
skills. 

For example, in Dino Park Ty- 
coon (MECC), in which players try 
to run a profitable dinosaur park, 
the child “has to choose the kinds of 
dinosaurs he wants and to buy the 
right kind of fencing to keep them in 
and the food they need to stay 
alive,’ says Tory Blackford, a 
Bright-Ideas consultant. “‘If you buy 
the electric fence, which is the most 
expensive, you might not have 
enough money for food. If you buy a 
cheaper fence, you might have to 
hire guards to catch runaway dino- 
saurs. All this is fun, but at the same 
time the child is learning to make 
choices and to predict the outcome 
of those choices.” 


Ages 9 to 12 

Children this age have already 
absorbed a considerable amount of 
knowledge in various subject areas. 
A computer can help them make 
more sophisticated use of this 
knowledge in a variety of ways: 

Synthesizing information. By in- 
corporating video clips and first- 
person accounts from historical fig- 
ures, CD-ROM encyclopedias, for 
example, allow kids to connect vari- 
ous strands of information and pro- 
duce a cogent whole. These ency- 
clopedias — as ‘well as other 
reference books or a modem that 
can link your child to an online data- 
base — give a student this age the 
ability to conduct her own research 
without leaving home. ,

Interfaith Group Hears Leaders

Words and ritual are empty if they 
are not accompanied by honorable 
actions and charity, learned men of 
the Jewish, Christian and Muslim 
faiths said Thursday evening. 

More than 300 guests from more 
than 17 faith communities gathered 
to find common ground at the fourth 
annual Interfaith Partnership dinner. 

The event, which rotates between 
houses of worship, was at the Daar- 
ul-[slam Mosque, 517 Weidman Road 
Thursday night. The new landmark 
opposite Queeney Park will be dedi- 
cated Nov. 24. 

Race and interfaith relations in this 
country have been “overturned” re- 
cently, said Rabbi Stephen Pinsky, 
president of Interfaith Partnership. 
He urged members to help set them 
right. 

Americans need to be reminded of 
the country’s basic principles of do- 
ing good, he said. The Interfaith 
Partnership works together for com- 
mon goals of tolerance and charity. 
Members speak out against common 
problems. Thirteen of its faith groups 
support the St. Louis Disaster Re- 
sponse for flood victims. 

“This nation was founded on an 
ancient covenant to care for the poor,

the sick, the widows and children,” 
Pinsky said. ““To care for the people 
in the dawn of life, people in the dusk 
of life.” 

Prayer, charity, fasting and pil- 
grimages are all important ways for 
Muslims to worship, said Jamal 
Badawi, founder of the Islamic Infor- 
mation Foundation. 

“Anyone who prays and does not 
restrain from committing evil is not 
praying,” he said. For Muslims, it is 
important to pray as a congregation 
because it allows people to meet 
each other at least five times a day 
and strengthens fellowship, he said. 

Giving to charity is a way for Mus- 
lims to seek purification, he said. 
Fasting is a way to “self-police”’ one- 
self. However if the person fasts 
without ‘“‘God-consciousness” the 
only thing he or she gains is thirst and 
hunger, he said. 

The essence of Jewish worship is 
collective prayer in which the faithful 
reflect on the community relationship 
with God, said Rabbi Ephraim Zi- 


mand, leader of the Traditional Con- 
gregation jn Creve Coeur. 

Community worship is essential so 
if a person cannot come to a syna- 
gogue to recite the selected text he 
should at least choose the same time 
of day and use the same text to pray. 
Jewish traditionalists say the purpose 
of worship is to see oneself as part of 
a greater whole, he said. 

In the Gospel, Christ said that 
whenever two or three are gathered 
together in his name, there he is, said 
the Rev. Dr. Cyrus Keller, of Way- 
man African Methodist Episcopal 
Church. So, in collective worship 
they believe Christ is among them 
and still speaks to them through the 
Gospel. Essential to their worship is 
bringing back his death and resurrec- 
tion, he said. 

“Worship is rehearsal of our rela- 
tionship with Jesus in the world,” he 
said. “It stands at the center of what 
we are and shapes us day by day.”’

Jacques Cousteau: Time Of 
Not-So-Ancient Mariner;

CY HEN I was a child, my mother 
read me a book that was 
about curiosity,’’ Jacques-Yves Cous- 
teau recalls. ‘“‘That type of curiosity 
has inspired my whole life.” 

Just where Cousteau’s curiosity 
has led him — and what that journey 
has opened our eyes and minds to — 
is the subject of “‘Jacques-Yves Cous- 
teau: My First 85 Years.” His two- 
hour film autobiography premieres 
Sunday on cable’s WTBS. 

The word “retirement” doesn’t 
appear to be a part of the pioneering 
underwater filmmaker-inventor-en- 
vironmentalist’s vocabulary. After 
spending six decades bringing marine 
life and the natural world vibrantly 
alive through films, television spe- 
cials and books, he still spends long 
days working at his Cousteau Society 
headquarters in Paris, where he is 
producing environmental films about 
South Africa and China. 

“I can’t wait to join the expedition I 
just sent to China,’’ Cousteau says 
enthusiastically over the phone. 

Cousteau, the indefatigable ocean- 
ic explorer, still dons scuba gear 
when the water proves amenable. 
“At my age I don’t go diving in ice- 
cold water anymore,” he says with a 
good-natured laugh. “‘But if the water 
is warm or lukewarm then, yes, I go

with pleasure!” 

Making ‘‘My First 85 Years” 
posed a creative challenge for Cous- 
teau. He didn’t want to present a 
standard film autobiography that 
would simply highlight his life chro- 
nologically. Instead, he decided to 
divide the film into 10 segments all 
having to do with the theme of imagi- 
nation. One section encompasses the 
idea of curiosity and the important 
role that trait played in his life. 

Another segment explains how the 
oil crisis of the ’70s motivated him to 
develop the Alcyone, a wind-powered 
ship using two Turbosails for propul- 


sion. The Turbosails are thin towers ' 


that use the wind to propel the ship 
while also acting as rudders. Current- 
ly, Cousteau is in the process of build- 
ing Calypso II using the same tech- 
nology to replace the original 
Calypso, the converted World War II- 
era minesweeper the captain has pi- 
loted on his many research 
expeditions. 

Cousteau says his fascination with 
the sea began when he was just 5. 

“I was like a sponge when I was a 
boy,” says Cousteau, who annually 
ranks as one of the most popular 
figures in France in national polls. 
“At the age of 11, I created at school 
a film production company. I acquired

In 1936, Cousteau developed: the 
first waterproof housing for ipvie 
cameras.

Edison Brothers

Firm Cites Sales Lag 
At Its Clothing Chains

Edison Brothers Stores Inc. took 
refuge in bankruptcy court Friday 
after failing to stem its slumping 
sales. 

Edison, one of the nation’s biggest 
mall retailers, filed a petition for 
Chapter 11 reorganization in a court 
in Wilmington, Del., the state of its 
incorporation. The company has been 
based in St. Louis since 1929. 

More than two years of sluggish 
sales put the company into financial 
straits in August. The company then 
announced store closings and re- 
structured its debt, hoping that a 
strong fall and Christmas season 
would make bankruptcy unnecessary. 

Bat the climate has worsened for 
most retailers, and Edison says that it 
must now quickly close more than 
500 stores. That process, as well as 
obtaining more financing, is much 
easier under the control of a bank- 
ruptcy court.

You Got Rhythm 


Proteins At Base Of Internal Clock Identified

LOS ANGELES — Researchers 
have obtained their first look into 
circadian rhythms, the hitherto mys- 
terious internal clocks that tell hu- 
mans and other animals when to fall 
asleep and wake up and that regulate 
such biological functions as hormone 
release and body temperature. 

Gaining control of the clock, scien- 
tists say, could produce a wide vari- 
ety of benefits, from helping night 
workers stay awake to resetting bio- 
logical clocks to overcoming jet lag, 
as well as lowering blood pressure 
and improving drug metabolism. 

Until now, scientists have been 
stymied in their search for the intra- 
cellular mechanisms that control the 
24-hour cycle of the clock. 

In three papers in Friday’s issue of 
the journal Science, however, a team 
headed by Michael W. Young, a ge- 
neticist at Rockefeller University, re- 
ports identifying a pair of proteins 
whose delicate waltz with each other 
and with the genes that produce 
them is the metronomic underpin- 
ning of the cycle. Scientists do not 
know how exposure to light resets 
the.cycle and precisely how the pro- 
teins regulate other body processes, 
but the newly discovered proteins

“‘We are really Pe 
pieces of the jigsaw down,” said 
Steve Kay, a biologist at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. 

Investigators have long recognized 
the existence of circadian rhythms, 
particularly in the sleep-wake cycle 
and body temperatures. People living 
in darkened rooms and not exposed 
to sunlight have been found to have a 
natural cycle that is a little more, than 
24 hours, indicating that control of 
the sleep-wake cycle is internal rath- 
er than directed by sunlight. Re- 
searchers have observed that in the 
late afternoon, body temperature can 
be as much as 2 degrees higher than 
in the morning. 

Scientists have now found at least 
100 different circadian cycles in the 
human body, most of them less obvi- 
ous. Blood clots most rapidly about 8 
a.m., which may help explain why the 
largest number of strokes and heart 
attacks occur in the morning. Pain 
tolerance and athletic performance 
both peak in the late afternoon, as 
does susceptibility to the anesthesia 
used in surgery. 

Drugs are metabolized more rapid- 
ly at different times of day, a finding 
that is leading researchers to look for 
times when drugs are the most help- 
ful with the fewest side effects. A few 
investigators even argue that ma- 
nipulating biorhythms with the crude 
drugs available today can control 
some diseases, such as type 2 
diabetes. 

The researchers studied the fruit 
fly, which has a 24-hour circadian 
cycle similar to that of humans. 

They already knew about one gene 
and the protein it produces called

would influence cell cycles. 

The key to deciphering the molec- 
ular gears and pendulums of the bio- 
logical clock was the discovery and 
cloning of a second gene and its asso- 
ciated protein, TIM (for timeless). It 
is the interaction of PER and TIM 
that provides the mechanism for the 
biological clock. All cells in the fly 
have the two genes, but those in the 
brain dominate the body’s activity. 
Researchers believe the waxing and 
waning of the proteins control the 
sleep-wake cycle and others, but that 
has not yet been proved. 

The two genes in the nucleus of 
each brain cell become active at mid- 
day, when the person is most active. 
During that time, DNA in the genes 
is transcribed into messenger RNA 
(mRNA), which serves as the blue- 
print for protein production. 

mRNA accumulates in cytoplasm 
outside the cell’s nucleus throughout 
the afternoon until about dusk, when 
there is enough for the cell to begin 
producing protein. During the eve- 
ning, while the person is becoming 
sleepy, PER and TIM bind together 
to form a stable molecule that is able 
to enter the nucleus of tlie cell. 

By about four hours before dawn, 
the PER and TIM proteins reach 
their maximum concentration in the 
nucleus, which signals the two genes 
to stop making mRNA. Near dawn, 
when the person is waking up, the 
protein complex begins disintegrat- 
ing naturally, allowing the genes to 
begin making mRNA again, and the 
whole process starts over.

Typhoon Storms Philippines; 


200,000 Forced From Homes 


MANILA, Philippines (AP) — A 
strong typhoon ripped. through the 
Philippines Friday, churning up flood- 
water that killed at least 35 people, 
destroying thousands of houses and 
cutting electricity to a third of the 
country. 

Billboards crashed to the ground, 
and 125-mph winds ripped roofs from 
houses. 

To keep from being blown away, 
television reporters lashed them- 
selves to lampposts as they broadcast 
from Manila Bay. 

After whipping up 140-mph winds 
along the eastérn coast of the Philip- 
pines’ largest island, Luzon, Typhoon 
Angela weakened only slightly before 
hitting the capital, Manila. 

One of the billboards it toppled 
crushed eight buses and two trucks 
at a garage in suburban Paranaque. 

Officials reported at least 50 peo- 
ple missing. More than 200,000 oth- 
ers were forced from their homes, 
thousands of 


in all of the northern Philippines and 
some central parts of the country, 
although international flights re- 
sumed Friday night. 

After leaving the Philippines, the 
storm had weakened to 106 mph — 
still a strong typhoon. 

The Pacific storm season has been 
so busy that forecasters used up their 
alphabet of names and started over 
again at Angela — the 27th storm of 
the year and the 14th to hit the 
Philippines.

‘Visitors’ Ransacked White House Travel Files In 


WASHINGTON (AP) — An FBI agent 
testified Friday that unauthorized visitors ri- 
fled through files in the White House travel 
office on the day the entire staff was fired, 
early in President Bill Clinton’s 
administration. 


Testifying in the embezzlement case 
against Billy Dale, the former director of the 
travel office, agent Dennis Sculimbrene said 
he found the office wide open on the after- 
noon of May 19, 1993. “‘I was amazed that 
the office was open and accessible because | 


felt the records probably should have been 
secured,’ Sculimbrene told a U.S. District 
Court jury. “I saw people that I didn’t think 
belonged there,” he added. Sculimbrene is 
stationed at the White House.

from news organizations. Prosecutors allege 
that Dale deposited 55 checks worth $54,000 
in his own bank account from February 1988 
to April 1991.

Who Just Snapped 


MIAMI (AP) — Under pressure at 
work and more than $15,000 in debt 
to the IRS, Nick Sang had a lot on his 
mind. 

Sang got lost Thursday on the way 
to the church he had attended regu- 
larly for nine years and stopped to 
knock on a stranger’s door to ask for 
directions. 

When he finally reached Alpha & 
Omega Church, he wailed, ‘God help 
me, the IRS is about to get me,” 
scaring parishioners away. 

Less than an hour later, he hi- 
jacked a school bus with 13 disabled 
children and three adults on board. 
He threatened to blow up the bus if 
police prevented him from reaching 
an Internal Revenue Service office. 

Sang then directed the bus driver 
on a 15-mile ride along two major 
highways in Miami, surrounded by a 
convoy of police cars. 

The 75-minute ordeal ended when 
police fatally shot Sang, 42, after the 
bus stopped in front of Joe’s Stone 
Crab, a popular Miami Beach restau- 
rant where he worked as a waiter. 

Sang’s pastor, family members and 
friends described him Friday as a 
Dominican Republic immigrant who 
worked three restaurant jobs to pro- 
vide for his family — and finally 
snapped under the pressure. 

“I said to him, ‘Why are you work- 
ing so hard with three jobs?’”’ said 
Caron Leff, a friend whose printing 
shop is in the same strip mall as a 
restaurant managed by Sang’s 
brother. 

“He said, ‘I have to take care of my 
daughters. I have to make sure they 
get to college.’ ”’ 


Court documents dated Oct. 19 
show that Sang owed the IRS 
$15,639.39 dating back to 1991. 

Sang’s pastor, the Rev. Alberto 
Delgado, said Sang had told him a few 
days ago that he owed the IRS money 
and was having problems at work. 

“T believe the pressure was on 
him,”’ Delgado said. “If it was pres- 
sure he created — or if it was truly 
there — that was what made him 
snap.” 

Delgado said Sang had told him 
recently that his colleagues at work 
“were trying to get him out of the 
job, putting obstacles in his way, 
pushing him to quit.’” Robert Moore- 
head, general manager of Joe’s res- 
taurant, where Sang had worked for 
seven years, denied that. 

“As a matter of fact, he had the 
problems and couldn’t get his head on 
straight,’’ Moorehead said Friday. *. 

Sang was given Monday and Tues- 
day off and returned Wednesday for 
the lunch and dinner shift, Moore- 
head said. Halfway into the shift, 
Sang told him he was leaving. 

“I asked him, ‘Nickie, what’s the 
problem?’ He told me, ‘I can’t take 
the pressure’ and walked out,’’ Moor- 
ehead said. 

It turned out that the bag Sang said 
held a bomb contained a child’s respi- 
rator. His minister doubts whether 
Sang intended to carry out his 
threats. 

“He would have never hurt the 
children,” Delgado said. “‘For me, it’s 
difficult to believe they were ever in 
any type of danger. That was not his 
nature at all to do that.”

with in court, Edison has new financing from BankAmer- 
ica Business Credit. That $200 million infusion will enable 
the company to continue in business. 

Edison listed assets of $923 million and liabilities of 
$609 million: The company has nearly 2,700 stores 
throughout North America, with 23,000 employees. 

Its sales last year totaled $1.48 billion, making it 
smaller than competitors like Limited Inc. and Gap Inc., 
but larger than AnnTaylor Stores Corp. 

Its apparel chains include J. Riggings, JW/Jeans West, 
5-7-9 Shops, Repp Ltd., Oaktree and Zeidler & Zeidler. 
Its shoe chains are Bakers/Leeds, Wild Pair and Precis. 

Edison also has 125 mall entertainment locations, like 
Exhilarama and Time-Out. The company said Friday that 
it is negotiating with two potential buyers of their enter- 
tainment division. 

Fifty of Edison’s*stores and about 2,400 of its employ- 
ees are in the metropolitan St. Louis area. Nearly half the 
local employees work in the company’s headquarters 
downtown. 

The business began with a shoe store opened by five 
Edison brothers. It grew to be the country’s largest seller 
of women’s shoes. 

In 1969, Edison started diversifying. With mixed re- 
sults, the company started or acquired chains in the 
hardware business, women’s and men’s apparel and in 
entertainment. 

The footwear division has held its own in recent years, 
but apparel has been a disaster. Like many competitors, 
Edison has suffered from consumers’ lack of interest in 
fashion trends during the last few years. 

Unlike some competitors, Edison concentrates on pri- 
vate-label merchandise, and its stores lack strong identity 
and loyalty, analysts say. 

“Edison is not that great of a competitor in an industry 
that’s under siege,” said Philip Abbenhaus, an analyst 
who follows retailers for Stifel, Nicolaus & Co. “The 
retail environment is as hard as ever. 

“People aren’t buying now unless they have a pressing 
need, and even then they’re motivated by promotions. 
That’s a bad mix.” 

Most of Edison’s stores are in the middle of malls, 
where business is not healthy these days. Its one chain of 
stores with locations mostly outside of malls, Repp Ltd. 
— which sells clothing to tall and big men — is doing well. 

Edison needs to close 35 percent to 40 percent of its 
stores, Abbenhaus said. Most stores have multi-year 
leases, but in bankruptcy leases can be canceled. 

The tenant still has to pay something to the landlord to 
get out of the lease. But courts may order, for example, a 
payment of one year’s rent instead of the four or five 
years that may be left on the lease. 

Another reason for the bankruptcy is that the 22 
largest creditors of Edison could not agree on a restruc- 
turing plan, said Alan Miller. Miller is Edison’s chief 
executive, who took over last spring just as the company’s 
fortunes were heading south.

Edison owes $39 million to Boatmen’s. Other major 
creditors include: Citibank, $37 million; Principal Mutual 
Life Insurance Co., $35 million; Bank of Nova Scotia, $27 
million; and Allstate Life Insurance Co., $25 million. 

Bernard A. Edison, a son of one of the founders and 
former president of Edison, has served on Mercantile’s 
board of directors since 1971. Andrew E. Newman, a 
grandson of a founder and a member of the board, has 
been on Boatmen’s board since 1990. 

Newman was chairman of Edison from 1987 until last 
April. Then, Newman abruptly retired as did Martin 
Sneider, who was president. 

The two leaders spent much time and effort on creating 
an entertainment division. One result of that, Dave & 
Buster’s, was successful. That entertainment/restaurant 
concept was spun off last summer. 

The other entertainment ideas, however, have been 
unprofitable for Edison. The company won’t say how 
much money Newman and Sneider put into that division, 
but a recent story in Forbes magazine said the total was at 
least $50 million.

Pleads For Haven 


For Irish Woman 


AST TUESDAY evening, a 19-year-old 
oman en route to San Francisco from 
her home in Dublin, Ireland, stopped to 
change planes at Lambert Field. 

As she passed through customs here, she 
told immigration officers that she had come 
to the United States for a holiday. She 
planned to stay in San Francisco for several 
weeks as the houseguest of an old friend of 
her father, then travel to Mexico. 

However, immigration officers at Lam- 
bert did not like certain aspects of her plan. 
They did not like the fact that she had only 
$445 in her purse. They did not like the fact 
that she had a one-way ticket to California, 
not a round-trip ticket to Dublin.

The immigration 
officers read her diary, looking for clues to 
her real intentions. 


They took her passport, birth certificate 
and money, and told her they would buy her 
a ticket back to London. Entry denied. 

She began to cry. Her reasons for coming 
to America were more complicated than 
they appeared. A little more than a year ago, 
she had been raped by a drug addict, she 
said. Because abortion is illegal in Ireland, 
she had gone to England for an abortion. 
When she returned, she faced the censure of 
her family — staunch Catholics who believe 
abortion is a sin. 

She also had left Dublin, where she 
worked as a designer for a dress shop, to 
escape the fierce moral and political debate 
raging over abortion. Advocates of legalized 
abortion in Ireland hope to force the issue 
onto the ballot next year. 

“It is something people talk about every 
day, everywhere you go,”’ she said. “I need- 
ed to get away from it for a while, so I could 
return to face it and be stronger.” 

The thought of going back to Ireland was 
too much. She went into the restroom at the 
airport and broke her perfume bottle. She 
slashed both wrists with the shards of glass, 
then ingested a full bottle of aspirin from her 
purse. 


The next thing she remembers is riding 
in an ambulance to DePaul Health Center, 
where she is in a psychiatric ward. 

“I was very upset, and I overreacted,”’ 
she said Friday morning. “‘I didn’t know 
anybody in London. I had no money left. I 
really needed to spend some time with a 
friend and try to make some decisions. I felt 
like I didn’t have anything to live for.”’ 

The friend she had intended to visit in 
California is Carollee Peterson, a 51-year- 
old administrative judge for the city of 
Berkeley. The young woman lived with Pe- 
terson for a year from 1993-94. 

Peterson had offered to pay the young 
woman’s living expenses on this visit, and 
the young woman already had paid her air 
fare to California and back. Peterson also 
planned to take her to Mexico to visit Peter- 
son’s 27-year-old son, who teaches at the 
University of Guadalajara. 

Instead, Peterson flew to St. Louis 
Wednesday, where she says she has spent 
three sleepless days and nights talking with 
lawyers, doctors, anyone she thinks could 
help the young woman. She has known her 
since birth and regards her as a surrogate 
daughter. 


Peterson said the young woman “‘felt so 
guilty about the abortion and so traumatized 
by the rape. I seem to be the one person who 
is her support system. The best thing would 
be for her to stay here with me. I would 
support her and see that she gets the thera- 
py she needs.”’ 

That won’t happen, says Chester Moyer, 
who heads the U.S. Immigration and Natu- 
ralization Service in St. Louis. Early next 
week, she will be sent back to Ireland, 
Moyer said. 

_ “It wouldn’t matter what sum of money 
she had, or who would step forward,” 
Moyer said. Citing chapter and verse, 
Moyer said the young woman is not eligible 
to visit the United States because she has a 
“mental disorder and behavior associated 
with the disorder that may pose a threat to 
the property, safety or welfare of the alien 
others.”

Job Corps Celebrates 15 Years; Regional Drive Intended To Help Poor

News Friday from the job-training 
front: A new regional effort to find jobs 
for poor people is under way, and the 
local Job Corps Center celebrated 15 
years with a lunch that its students 
cooked and served to 175 guests. 

The East-West Gateway Coordinat- 
ing Council announced that it has be- 
gun planning for an eight-year effort to 
find ways to link poor people from 
inner-city neighborhoods to jobs, many 
of them in suburban areas. A national 
foundation is providing a $5 million 
grant to pay for about half of the 
program. 

The first share of the grant,

$180,000, pays for half of the 15- 


month planning period. Blair Forlaw, 
an East-West Gateway manager, said 
the agency will raise the rest from local 
groups. 

The Annie E. Casey Foundation in 
Baltimore recently awarded $5 million 
grants to St. Louis and five other com- 
munities. The late Jim Casey, founder 


of United Parcel Service, created the 
foundation in 1948 and named it after 
his mother. 

Forlaw said that among the project’s 
efforts may be to provide transporta- 
tion for inner-city job seekers or con- 
centrate training programs for jobs 
with high local growth, such as home- 
health care. 

Richard C.D. Fleming, president of 
the St. Louis Regional Commerce & 
Growth Association, called the project 
“‘a very logical way to deal with match- 
ing work-force needs with the kind of 
growth we're trying to generate.” 

The association has said it wants to

This allows us to teach them 
social and survival skills, as well as 
job skills.” 

Students of the center’s culinary- 
arts program provided a buffet for 
their guests, including Mayor Free- 
man Bosley Jr. and state Sen.

Westfall Budget Lacks Raise For County Workers

Many St. Louis County employees 
may not get a pay raise next year. 
That’s among the upshots of County 
Executive George R. ““Buzz’’ West- 
fail’s proposal for a $269.7 million, 
no-growth budget submitted this 
week to the County Council. 

The county has about 4,000 em- 
ployees. Westfall, in his budget mes- 
sage, said about 40 percent of county 
workers have reached the highest 
spot in the salary range for their 
particular jobs, so they can no longer 
qualify for merit raises. The only way 


they can get more pay, Westfall said, 
is through an across-the-board 
increase. 

Westfall said that the county could 
not afford that now but that the situa- 
tion could change if the Missouri Su- 
preme Court upholds the state ‘‘use 
tax’’ on purchases of out-of-state 
goods by businesses and residents. 
The county gets about $4 million a 
year from the tax but has been put- 
ting the revenue in an escrow ac- 
count until a ruling is issued. A ruling 
is expected early next year.

Housing Money Allocation | 
Makes Aldermen Unhappy

Several aldermen criticized Mayor 
Freeman Bosley Jr. on Friday over 
allocations of federal housing money 
in a block-grant measure for next 
year. 

Although the debate lasted more 
than an hour, the aldermen ended up 
approving the measure 25-3. 

Alderman Sharon Tyus, D-20th 
Ward, said Bosley had promised 
when elected that he would distribute 
the funds according to need, but she 
said that was not being done. She said 
her ward was among the city’s needi- 
est but got $350,000 — a below- 
average chunk of the $10 -million 
from federal grants. The average 
was a little more than $350,000. 

She charged that Bosley had 
awarded higher amounts to the 
wards represented by his political 
supporters. 

Patricia Washington, an aide to 
Bosley, disagreed. ‘““Nobody is more 


committed to seeing that there is 
equity in the use of those funds than 
Mayor Bosley,” she said. 

Washington said every alderman 
had ‘‘countless opportunities’ to 
make a case for allocations in his or 
her ward. “I don’t think there is any- 
one who is totally satisfied,’’ she said. 

The Community Development 
Agency, run by mayoral appointees, 
allocated housing money from the 
block grant to each of the 28 wards in 
amounts ranging from $100,000 in 
the 16th and 23rd wards to $500,000 
in the 3rd, 5th, 9th and 27th wards. 

Alderman Irene Smith, D-1st 
Ward, agreed with Tyus, saying the 
effort to provide some money for 
every ward deprived the areas with 
the biggest problems. The least 
needy wards should be willing to sac- 
rifice for the needier, she said. 

“This city is not going to move 
forward unless we start looking at 
things holistically,’’ Smith said. ‘‘Fair 
does not always mean equal.”’ 


Alderman Martie J. Aboussie, 
sponsor of the measure and chairman 
of the aldermanic housing commit- 
tee, said the critics were looking at 
only a third of the $31 million grants, 
measure. He said they should take 
into account the spending for social 
service programs, such as day care 
and health services, in their wards. 

The wards with the most poor peo- 
ple get by far the biggest share of the 
block grants, said Aboussie, D-9th . 
Ward. 

The measure applies for $26 mil- 
lion in Community Development, 
Block Grants and $5.2 million in 
grants for home repairs for elderly 
and poor people, shelters for home-. 
less people and housing for people- 
with AIDS. The measure represents 
a cut of almost $7 million from last 
year’s grants. 

Aboussie said this year’s estimates 
were conservative. He said he was 
optimistic that Congress would sup- 
ply more money to the program. 
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Schools in Hazelwood and St. 
Charles were also without heat on 
Friday. 

At Hazelwood West Senior and 
Junior high schools, the heating and 
air-conditioning equipment is being 
replaced. The schools share the same 
system.

Brooks Might Have To Open stable Of Small Backs

Like a pair of frisky Clydesdales, 
jumbo backs Jerome Bettis and Leon- 
ard Russell did a number on New 
Orleans in September. 

And that number was 150 — the 
number of yards the 240-pound plow 
horses pounded out against the 
Saints in a 17-13 Rams victory at 
Busch Stadium. 

Russell carried nine times for 67 
yards, a season high. Bettis carried 
20 times for 83 yards, just five yards 
off his season high. The Rams’ 151 
rushing yards overall was a season 
high as well. 

But it will go down to the wire as to 
whether Bettis and Russell will play 
in Sunday’s rematch in New Orleans. 
Bettis, the team’s rushing leader 
with 408 yards, did not take a snap in 
practice all week because of a foot 
injury that has bothered him for more 
than a month. 

“We're probably going to check 
him in the pregame, to see if he has a 
shot to play,”’ said Johnny Roland, the 
Rams’ running backs coach and assis- 
tant head coach. 

The Rams must declare three ad- 
ditional players inactive 90 minutes 
before kickoff Sunday to reach the 
45-man game day roster. Their Fri- 
day inactives were offensive lineman 
Jesse James, defensive back John 
Reece, defensive lineman Jay Will- 
iams and wide receiver Alexander 
Wright. 

Russell, the No. 2 rusher with 168 
yards, missed workouts Wednesday 
and Thursday because of a toe injury 
but took a few snaps Friday at Math- 
ews-Dickey Boys’ Club. 

“I think I'll play,” Russell said. 
‘“‘What they’re concerned about is me 
going out there the first series and 
getting it hurt when they’ve deacti- 
vated somebody else. But I’m pretty 
sure I should be all right for the 
whole game.”’ 

The three healthy backs on the 
roster are mighty mites compared to 
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Bettis and Russell: Johnny Bailey is 5 


feet 8, 190 pounds; Brent Moss is 5- 
8, 211; and newly signed Greg Robinson is 5-10, 
205. 

“The pony backfield, huh?” coach Rich Brooks 
said. 

And the inexperienced backfield. Robinson 
hasn’t carried in a regular-season game since his 
rookie season, 1993. Moss, a rookie, has only five 
carries for 26 yards in the National Football 
League, and those came at garbage time of the 
blowout loss to San Francisco. Bailey is in his sixth 
NFL season, but has only 163 career carries and 
just 10 this season. 


Because of needs at other positions and on 
special teams, the Rams plan to have a maximum of 
four running backs in uniform Sunday. 

Never Again? The Rams drafted rookie Steve 
McLaughlin, who was cut Monday, in the third 
round. He was taken with the 82nd pick overall. 
That was two spots ahead of Cleveland, which 
drafted quarterback Eric Zeier, who looks like a 
real find. 

Asked if he’ll ever pick a kicker that high again, 
Brooks. said with a laugh, “Will I ever make the 
same mistake twice, is that what you’re asking me?

I made that decision, and I’ll live with it because I 
felt at the time it was the right thing to do.

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MU, KU Meet For 104th Time: 
One Thing Hasn’t Changed

LAWRENCE, Kan. — As delicate a week as it is to 
mention it, University of Missouri football coach 
Larry Smith and Kansas coach Glen Mason have gobs 
in Common. 

Each has made his name rescuing distressed pro- 
grams. Each was schooled in the game in his native 
Ohio — and inhaled the blunter points over any 
pretenses of finesse. And each is a traditionalist who 
thrives on the pageantry of college football, which 
they believe is never more animated than when long- 
time rivals butt helmets. 

So never mind that MU is 2-6 and assured of its 
12th successive losing season, and that 11th-ranked 
Kansas is 7-1 for the first time since 1968. When the 
teams clash at 1 p.m. today at Memorial Stadium, they 
will be trying to fold, spindle and mutilate each other 
— for the 104th time. 

“‘No one had to impress it upon me,”’ said Smith, in 
his second season at MU. “‘In football and basketball 
here, it’s real simple. It’s KU. You don’t have to take 
long to find that out. Just read the history and the 
tradition.” 

The seeds of that lore, of course, were sown during 
the Civil War and the razing of Lawrence by William 


Quantrill, whom St. Louis dentist Jay Joern long has 
wanted to honor with a statue on MU’s campus. 

“That hatred spilled right over into the football,”’ 
Smith said. 

So even in a season in which his Jayhawks defeated 
Colorado and Oklahoma on the road and that still holds 
a chance at top-ranked Nebraska next week, Mason 
doesn’t let on that his team will be slumming when it 
meets MU (0-4 and in the Big Eight cellar). 

“It’s like any otler rivalries,” he said. ‘““When you 
win them, you get patted on the back; when you lose, 
you get kicked in the rear.”’ 

The Tigers figure to be the ones who will be 
spanked. 

MU has been outscored 128-14 in three road games 
this season and hasn’t beaten a ranked team since 
defeating then-No. 22 Kansas in 1992. 

Yes, Kansas got clobbered 41-7 by K-State last 


week. But... 


“Playing them at this time is probably the worst 
scenario you want,” Smith said. 

Last week notwithstanding, the Jayhawks still have 
the 23rd-best rushing attack in the nation, good re-

It’s the kind of coaching job another man might have 
turned basketball sneaker to and sprinted‘to the nearest 
arena exit to avoid. 

Tubby Smith, the sociable and successful basketball 
coach at Tulsa, is a tough act to follow. Smith was hired at 
the University of Georgia last spring aftef leading the 
Golden Hurricane to its second consecutive Sweet 16 
appearance in the NCAA Tournament. The Hurricane 
had wooed and won fans during the Missouri Valle 

’ Conference’s tournament — “Arc 
Madness” — in St. Louis. 

Replacing him puts the successor 
in a can’t-win situation, right? 

Into this fire jumped Steve Robin- 
son. 

Robinson had been an assistant at 
the University of Kansas for seven 
seasons, since Roy Williams had tak- 
en over the Jayhawks’ program. 

So what would you do if given a 
choice between these two 
programs: 

@ Program A — A head coaching 
job in a successful program where 
the fans’ expectations are high and 
your job would be on the line if you

Robinson chose Program A. 

“IT don’t mind a challenge,” said ‘Robinson, who called 
Smith and inquired about the program. “I’m a pretty 
competitive person. 

““But you’ve got to be careful what you wish for,” 
added and smiled. “‘I wished to be a head coach.” 

Robinson knows he has big sneakers to fill. 

Smith was 79-43 in four seasons at Tulsa. The Golden 
Hurricane had won consecutive regular-season titles in 
the MVC. He’d earned MVC coach of the year honors two 
years running. 

“When I first got the job, a lot of people came up to me 
and said ‘I was Tubby’s best friend,’ ”’ Robinson said. “I'd

You should continue 
to be his best friend. Don’t change :

“But I told them, ‘Don’t judge me Robinson 
by what Tubby did.’ I told them to judge me by who I am 
and what I am, what I’m able to to do and not able to do 
and then go from there. I can’t coach like Tubby because 
I’m not him. 

“I have to go to my press conference. The first thing I 
said was ‘I’m not Tubby Smith. I’m not Roy Williams. I’m 
Steve Roberts. What you see is what you get.” 

What fans will get on the court is a coach whose 
philosophy preaches fastbreaks, yet a more frontline- 
oriented offense. Smith was highly animated on the side- 
lines. Expect a.less-animated Robinson, but just as in- 
tense a competitor. 

Kevin Stallings, Illinois State basketball coach, played 
against Smith and worked alongside Robinson under 
Williams for five seasons at KU. As happens with coaches, 
they spent more time together during the season than 
they did with their wives and kids. They both joked. then 
that if things didn’t work out in Lawrence, they would join 
forces and open a college recruiting service. 

Things have worked out for both. 

Stallings, who played at Collinsville High and Belleville 
Area College and later at Purdue, took the Illinois State 
job two season ago. His team, 20-13 a year ago, earned a. «x 
trip to the National Invitational Tournament then. 

“I knew when Tulsa hired Steve Robinson they'd made. ; 
a great choice,” said Stallings who gets pretty wound up. 
himself on the bench. ‘He'll do a a great job because’ ¢ 
because he has a good basketball mind.” 

He rattled off a roster of Robinson’s traits: quiet, well _,. 
spoken, thorough, great work ethic, competitive. < 

He’s also noted for being ‘‘organizationally sound and ~ 
detail-oriented,”’ Stallings said. ; 

‘‘He’s got a tough situation to follow,” the Illinois State ~’ 
coach said. “But there’s great character there. There’s a 
lot of substance there. I just think for him that it’s “ 
important that the people of Tulsa understand’.that - 
they’ ve got to give him a chance to make his own’mark. 
They gave Tubby the chance to make his mark. Now they’ 
need to give Steve the chance to make his.”’

FORT MILL, S.C. —. The Char- 
lotte Hornets ended one chapter of 
acrimony Friday. They just hope 
that, in the process, they didn’t start 
another. 

The Hornets sent Alonzo Mourn- 
ing, one of the best big men in the 
National Basketball Association, to 
Miami in a six-player deal. 

On Friday afternoon, the Hornets 
announced that they had shipped 
Mourning, reserve center LeRon EI- 
lis and backup guard Pete Myers to 
Miami. Charlotte gets long-range 
shooter Glen Rice, center Matt Gei- 
ger and point guard Khalid Reeves, 
as well as the Heat’s No. 1 choice in 
next year’s draft. 

The trade came after a difficult 
negotiating period that ended 
Wednesday when Mourning rejected 
another Hornets offer. 

Charlotte had offered Mourning, 
25, a seven-year deal worth $70 mil- 
lion, but he said he wanted $13 mil- 
lion a year. On Wednesday, Shinn 
increased his offer to a seven-year 
deal worth an average of $11.2 mil- 
lion a season. 

“He had no interest in it,” 
said Friday, shaking his head. 

The deal will make the Hornets 
deeper in several spots. Now the 
question is whether they’ll be so deep 
that it leads to bickering about play- 
ing time. 

Rice, for example, adds to a list of

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y Inches, Virginia Shocks 
No. 2-Ranked Florida State

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va. — Four seconds from one 
of the biggest victories in Virginia football history, Tiki 
‘Barber couldn’t look. 

“I was saying to myself, ‘I can’t watch it happen again,’ 
and it didn’t,” Barber said Thursday night. “God was on 
our side this time.” 

Virginia withstood a last-gasp rally by Florida State, 
stopping Warrick Dunn inches from the goal line with no 
time left for a stunning 33-28 victory over the second- 
ranked Seminoles before an inspired crowd at Scott 
Stadium. 

After last-play losses at Michigan and Texas earlier 
this season, even coach George Welsh said he had a bad 
feeling as the Seminoles’ Danny Kanell brought his team 
to the line with four seconds left. 

Only four teams, including 24th-ranked Virginia this 
year, have lost twice in a season on the last play of a 
game, and it’s never happened to a team three times. 

“I thought we were going to lose it,’’ Welsh said. “I 
thought, ‘Oh my God. Here we go again.’ ”’ 

The final snap went directly to Dunn at the 6-yard line, 
but Anthony Poindexter and Adrian Burnim stopped him 
inches from the goal line, setting off a wild celebration by 
the normally demure Charlottesville crowd. Within min- 
utes, the field was covered with fans, and the goal posts 
were carried off into the night. 

“I can’t absorb it all right now,’’ Welsh said. “I’m just 
so happy for those kids. They’ve been through so much 
adversity.” 

The Cavaliers (7-3 overall, 6-1 ACC) ended Florida 
State’s 29-game winning streak in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference, as well as its national title hopes. 

‘The national championship thing sorts itself out. To- 
night, it sorted us out,’’ said Bobby Bowden, head coach of 
the Seminoles (7-1, 5-1). 

Barber, who took a back seat to Dunn in the pregame 
hype, finished'with 311 all-purpose yards and scored two 


touchdowns. He ran for a career-best 193 yards, caught 
three passes for 45 yards and returned six punts for 73 
yards. 

“It’s the best feeling of my life,” Barber said. “You 
come to a school like this because you know you're going 
to play a big game like this. Winning it is something I can’t 
even describe.” 

Virginia built a 27-21 halftime lead and blanked the 
Seminoles in the second half until midway through the 
final quarter. Rafael Garcia’s third and fourth field goals 
increased the Cavaliers’ cushion to 33-21. 

Dunn came into the game averaging 9.4 yards per 
carry, but finished with only 54 yards on 14 carries. He 
got it to 33-28 with his second touchdown, on a 7-yard run 
with 6:13 left, then came up inches short of a victory. 

“I thought we might pull it out, but they wouldn't let us 
in,’ Bowden said. 

The result scrambled the major bow! picture. Had the 
Seminoles beaten Virginia and gone undefeated, they 
probably would have played No. 1 Nebraska in the Fiesta 
Bowl for the national title. 

Now, the only way the Fiesta will get two unbeaten 
teams is if Nebraska-and No. 3 Florida win the rest of 
their games. Nebraska still has to play No. 11 Kansas and 
No. 25 Oklahoma, and Florida plays host to Florida State 
on Nov. 25 in Gainesville. 

In the ACC, if Florida State and Virginia finish tied, the 
league’s berth in the Fiesta-Sugar-Orange alliance proba- 
bly would go to the higher-ranked team. 

Kanell completed 32 of 67 passes for 454 yards and 
three touchdowns, but was only 10 for 29 for 134 yards 
and no TDs in the second half. He was intercepted three 
times after throwing only six in his first seven games. 

“T put a lot of the blame on myself,” Kanell said. “Our 
offense is throw and catch, and I wasn’t throwing.”’ 

Virginia’s Mike Groh was 19 for 37 for 302 yards and 
two TDs, including a 72-yarder to Pete Allen. He also 
threw three interceptions.

Over the years, Rams-Saints games have done little for 
New Orleans’ tourism industry. 


“‘When the Rams were in Los Angeles, we didn’t do 
diddly,”’ said Bob Bourg, director of marketing for Desti- 
nation Management, the official travel agency of the 
Saints. “‘Maybe a couple hundred people would come in.”’ 


New Orleans hopes St. Louisans will be more eager to 
travel. About 300 Rams fans bought travel packages for 


the game through their travel agents, and Bourg figures 
that a few thousand Rams fans will show up Sunday at the 
Louisiana Superdome. 


“‘We’ve done all right this year,” said Bourg, whose 
company wholesales ticket-travel packages through 
agents in other National Football League cities. “I was 
really hoping we could do better. It takes time to build up 
this kind of rivalry. 

“‘As long as the Saints have lots of tickets left, we'd like 
to see you bring 10,000 or 12,000 down here.”’ 


As of Thursday, 19,000 tickets remained unsold in the 
69,069-seat stadium. Getting in the house won’t be any 
problem for St. Louisans who head down Interstate 55 on 
a whim, but staying overnight won't be easy. 


“It’s a tight weekend in town,” he said. ““There’s a big 
convention. You can’t get the kind of deal you’d get on a 
hotel some weekends. Sometimes you can get into the 
Hilton or Sheraton for $79 a night; other times, it’s $200 
a night when we’re booked up.” 


Bourg figures that New Orleans is too stiff a haul for 


most road trippers, about 11 hours by car (if speed limits 
are obeyed.) Air fare isn’t bad when booked ahead in 
blocks; Bourg placed travelers for $215 a seat. 


The Saints and Atlanta Falcons have created a rivalry 
that brings tears to the eyes of convention and visitors 
bureau types. ““Anywhere from 5,000 to 10,000 fans will 
go between the cities,” he said. ‘‘A lot of that is because 
it’s so close, only an eight-hour drive.

It is the Year of the Wide Receiver. You throw it, 
they’ll catch it. Detroit teammates Herman Moore and 
Brett Perriman each has a chance for 100-reception 
seasons. Cincinnati’s Carl Pickens and Darnay Scott 
each should surpass 1,000 yards. 

The numbers leaguewide are astounding, particu- 
larly for new standouts: Scott and Chicago’s Curtis 
Conway each are averaging more than 20 yards a 
catch.

And the trouble isn’t just on of- 
fense. Although Kansas gives up am- 
ple yards (391.8 a game, 72nd in the 
nation), the Jayhawks still only yield

the heavyweight ladder. At that level, box- 
ing is a hurt business for everyone involved, 
and no one hurts Bowe more than Holyfield. 

Yet Bowe embraces the challenge Holy- 
field will offer for the third time tonight at 
Caesars Palace. The fight, on pay-per-view 
TV only, is expected to start about 10:30 
(St. Louis time). Bowe (37-1) accepts the 
challenge, not because he stands to make $6 
million or more but because he understands 
that without it, he would not be generally 
accepted as the best heavyweight in the 
world today. Without Holyfield (31-2) and 
the 24 rounds of devilish torment the two 
have produced for each other, he would still 
be considered a slightly portly kid with a 
questionable heart. 

Without a man who can lead him to the 
doorstep of hell, Riddick Bowe would not be 
Riddick Bowe. He would still be Ridiculous 
Bowe, as someone in the New York press 
once labeled him early in his career. This he 


could not abide. So for that, at least, Bowe 
knows he owes Holyfield something. He 
owes him one more beating. 

“Every fighter needs another fighter to 
help him get up on that pedestal,”” Bowe 
explained this week. “For Muhammad Ali, it 
was Joe Frazier. For me, it’s Evander. I 
need him. He needs me. 

“It would have been unfortunate for me if 
I didn’t have Evander trying to beat me up 
because people would probably still be call- 
ing me mediocre.” 

After two classic battles of will and skill 
with Holyfield, no one is calling Bowe medi- 
ocre anymore. When he bombed and bat- 
tered his way to the heavyweight title on 
Nov. 13, 1992, Bowe lifted himself above 
what was then a crowded field of contend- 
ers. Then he lost the title back to Holyfield 
51 weeks later after a year of profligate 


‘living in which he ate his way out of a 


championship belt. But he fought bravely in 
defeat to try to keep it. Bowe learned a hard 
lesson about his sport and himself. 

He learned that as long as Evander Holy- 
field was willing to put on shorts and boxing 
gloves, he had better be ready to fight all 


night. If he wasn’t ready to do that, only one 
fate awaited him. He would lose. 

“That was my biggest mistake,” Bowe 
says now of his lack of mental and physical 
preparation for that second fight two years 
ago. “I didn’t give myself the best opportu- 
nity to win. But that was a blessing. 

“IT went back to doing some of the things I 
did in the first fight that allowed me to win. 
Using my jab. Throwing countershots. This 
fight will be like the first one. The second 
time, I just went for the knockout because I 
wanted to try and surpass the first fight. 
This time I'll just be content beating him.”’ 

There is a grudging sense of respect in 
those words, the big man acknowledging 
finally that the little man can put him at risk. 
At 240 pounds, Bowe will hold a 27-pound 
advantage over Holyfield and at least a 3- 
inch height and 4-inch reach advantage. 
These are major assets in a fight of this 
magnitude, but they alone are not enough, 
and Bowe now understands this, too. To 
beat Evander Holyfield, it is not enough to 
be taller and stronger and perhaps even 
faster. You'd better have the heart of a lion 
and the temperament of a mountain goat.

Interfaith Group Hears Leaders

Words and ritual are empty if they 
are not accompanied by honorable 
actions and charity, learned men of 
the Jewish, Christian and Muslim 
faiths said Thursday evening. 

More than 300 guests from more 
than 17 faith communities gathered 
to find common ground at the fourth 
annual Interfaith Partnership dinner. 

The event, which rotates between 
houses of worship, was at the Daar- 
ul-Islam Mosque, 517 Weidman Road 
Thursday night. The new landmark 
opposite Queeney Park will be dedi- 
cated Nov. 24. . 

Race and interfaith relations in this 
country have been ‘‘overturned”’ re- 
cently, said Rabbi Stephen Pinsky, 
president of Interfaith Partnership. 
He urged members to help set them 
right. 

Americans need to be reminded of 
the country’s basic principles of do- 
ing good, he said. The Interfaith 
Partnership works together for com- 
mon goals of tolerance and charity. 
Members speak out against common 
problems. Thirteen of its faith groups 
support the St. Louis Disaster Re- 
sponse for flood victims. 

“This nation was founded on an 
ancient covenant to care for the poor, 


the sick, the widows and children,” 
Pinsky said. “To care for the people 
in the dawn of life, people in the dusk 
of life . . .” 

Prayer, charity, fasting and pil- 
grimages are all important ways for 
Muslims to worship, said Jamal 
Badawi, founder of the Islamic Infor- 
mation Foundation. 

“Anyone who prays and does not 
restrain from committing evil is not 
praying,’ he said. For Muslims, it is 
important to pray as a congregation 
because it allows people to meet 
each other at least five times a day 
and strengthens fellowship, he said. 

Giving to charity is a way for Mus- 
lims to seek purification, he said. 
Fasting is a way to “‘self-police”’ one- 


_ self. However if the person fasts 


without ‘‘God-consciousness”’ the 
only thing he or she gains is thirst and 
hunger, he said. 

The essence of Jewish worship is 
collective prayer in which the faithful 
reflect on the community relationship 
with God, said Rabbi Ephraim Zi- 


mand, leader of the Traditional Con- 
gregation in Creve Coeur. 


Community worship is essential so 
if a person cannot come to a syna- 
gogue to recite the selected text he 
should at least choose the same time 
of day and use the same text to pray. 
Jewish traditionalists say the purpose 
of worship is to see oneself as part of 
a greater whole, he said. 


In the Gospel, Christ said that 
whenever two or three are gathered 
together in His name, there He is, 
said the Rev. Dr. Cyrus Keller, of 
Wayman African Methodist Episco- 
pal Church. So, in collective worship 
they believe Christ is among them 
and still speaks to them through the 
Gospel. Essential to their worship is 
bringing back his death and resurrec- 
tion, he said. 

“Worship is rehearsal of our rela- 
tionship with Jesus in the world,”’ he 
said. “It stands at the center of what 
we are and shapes us day by day.”’

Typhoon Storms Philippines; 
Flooding Kills At Least65 _ 


280,000 Are Forced From Homes 


MANILA, Philippines (AP) — A 
strong typhoon ripped through the 
Philippines Friday and today, churn- 
ing up floodwater that killed at least 
65 people, destroying thousands of 
houses and cutting electricity to a 
third of the country. 

Billboards crashed to the ground, 
and 125-mph winds ripped roofs from 
houses. 

To keep from being blown away, 
television reporters lashed them- 
selves to lampposts Friday as they 
broadcast from Manila Bay. 

After whipping up 140-mph winds 
along the eastern coast of the Philip- 
pines’ largest island, Luzon, Typhoon 
Angela weakened only slightly before 
hitting the capital, Manila. 

One of the billboards it toppled 
crushed eight buses and two trucks 
at a garage in the suburb of 
Paranaque. 

By this morning, roads littered 
with debris were being cleared and

Brooks Might Have To Open Stable Of Small Backs

Like a pair of frisky Clydesdales, 
jumbo backs Jerome Bettis and Leon- 
ard Russell did a number on New 
Orleans in September. 

And that number was 150 — the 
number of yarils the 240-pound plow 
horses pounded out against the 
Saints in a 17-13 Rams victory at 
Busch Stadium. 

Russell carried nine times for 67 
yards, a season high. Bettis carried 
20 times for 83 yards, just five yards 
off his season high. The Rams’ 151 
rushing yards overall was a season 
high as well. 

But it will go down to the wire as to 
whether Bettis and Russell will play 
in Sunday’s rematch in New Orleans. 
Bettis, the team’s rushing leader 
with 408 yards, did not take a snap in 
practice all week because of a foot 
injury that has bothered him for more 
than a month. 

“We're probably going to check 
him in the pregame, to see if he has a 
shot to play,” said Johnny Roland, the 
Rams’ running backs coach and assis- 
tant head coach. 

The Rams must declare three ad- 
ditional players inactive 90 minutes 
before kickoff Sunday to reach the 
45-man game day roster. Their Fri- 
day inactives were offensive lineman 
Jesse James, defensive back John 
Reece, defensive lineman Jay Will- 
iams and wide receiver Alexander 
Wright. 

Russell, the No. 2 rusher with 168 
yards, missed workouts Wednesday 
and Thursday because of a toe injury 
but took a few snaps Friday at Math- 
ews-Dickey Boys’ Club. 

“IT think I'll play,” Russell said. 
“‘What they’re concerned about is me 
going out there the first series and 
getting it hurt when they’ve deacti- 
vated somebody else. But I’m pretty 
sure I should be all right for the 
whole game.”’ 

The three healthy backs on the 
roster are mighty mites compared to 
Bettis and Russell: Johnny Bailey is 5 
feet 8, 190 pounds; Brent Moss is 5- 
8, 211; and newly signed Greg Robin- 
son is 5-10, 205. 

“‘The pony backfield, huh?”’ coach 
Rich Brooks said. 

And the inexperienced backfield.

lenge, not because he stands to make $6 
million or more but because he understands 
that without it, he would not be generally 
accepted as the best heavyweight in the 
world today. Without Holyfield (31-2) and 
the 24 rounds of devilish torment the two 
have produced for each other, he would still 
be considered a slightly portly kid with a 
questionable heart. 

Without a man who can lead him to the 
doorstep of hell, Riddick Bowe would not be 
Riddick Bowe. He would still be Ridiculous 
Bowe, as someone in the New York press 
once labeled him early in his career. This he 


_ could not abide. So for that, at least, Bowe 


knows he owes Holyfield something. He 


owes him one more beating 


“Every fighter needs another fighter to 
help him. get up on that pedestal,” Bowe 


explained this week. “For Muhammad Ali, it 
was Joe Frazier. For me, it’s Evander. I 
need him. He needs me. 

“It would have been unfortunate for me if 
I didn’t have Evander trying to beat me up 
because people would probably still be call- 
ing me mediocre.” 

After two classic battles of will and skill 
with Holyfield, no one is calling Bowe medi- 
ocre anymore. When he bombed and bat- 
tered his way to the heavyweight title on 
Nov. 13, 1992, Bowe lifted himself above 
what was then a crowded field of contend- 
ers. Then he lost the title back to Holyfield 
51 weeks later after a year of profligate 
living in which he ate his way out of a 


championship belt. But he fought bravely in 
defeat to try to keep it. Bowe learned a hard 


lesson about his sport and himself. 

He learned that as long as Evander Holy- 
field was willing to put on shorts and boxing 
gloves, he had better be ready to fight all 
night. If he wasn’t ready to do that, only one 
fate awaited him. He wouldlose. — 

“That: was my biggest mistake,” Bowe 


niin 


says now of his lack of mental and physical 
preparation for that second fight two years 
ago. “I didn’t give myself the best opportu- 
nity to win. But that was a blessing. 

“I went back to doing some of the things I 
did in the first fight that allowed me to win. 
Using my jab. Throwing countershots. This 
fight will be like the first one. The second 
time, I just went for the knockout because I 
wanted to try and surpass the first fight.

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Belleville Schools Tax Debated 


Critics Say District 21 Wastes Money, But State Gives It Good Report

Opponents of a tax increase pro- 
posed for Belleville Township High 
School District 201 say the district 
already spends too much. 

But a newly released statewide 
‘report card’”’ shows that the district 
spends $5,305 a year for each stu- 
dent — less than 57 percent of the 
statewide average of $9,348 for simi- 
lar large high school districts. 

The state Board of Education pro- 
duces a report card for each district, 
based on information provided by the 
districts. 

Voters in the Belleville High 
School District will decide two sepa- 
rate issues Tuesday — whether to 
raise the tax for the education fund 
by 18 cents for each $100 of assessed 
valuation and whether to raise the 
operations and maintenance fund by 


7 cents. 

if approved, the two increases to- 
gether would raise the tax bill on a 
$100,000 home by $83.33 a year. 

Leading support for the tax pro- 
posal is a group called the Education- 
al Betterment Committee. The group 
produced a brochure that says a na- 
tional study listed the district as one 
of the 17 most financially efficient 
high school districts in Illinois. 

Meanwhile, opposition to the tax 
proposals is not formally organized, 
but letters to the editor of local news- 
papers indicate that there are several 
vocal opponents of paying more taxes 
for the high schools. The schools get 
enough already, the letters say. 

But with rising costs and shrinking 
state support, coupled with an in- 
crease in enrollment, the district can- 
not provide top quality education into 
the next century on current income,

Critics Say District 21 Wastes Money, But State Gives It Good Report

Opponents of a tax increase pro- 
posed for Belleville Township High 
School District 201° say the district 
already spends too much. 

But a newly released statewide 
“report card’’ shows that the district 
spends $5,305 a year for each stu- 
dent — less than 57 percent of the 
statewide average of $9,348 for simi- 
lar large high school districts. 

The state Board of Education pro- 
duces a report card for each district, 
based on information provided by the 
districts. 

Voters in the Belleville High 
School District will decide two sepa- 
rate issues Tuesday — whether to 
raise the tax for the education fund 
by 18 cents for each $100 of assessed 
valuation and whether to raise the 
operations and maintenance fund by 


7 cents. 

If approved, the two increases to- 
ether would raise the tax bill on a 
100,000 home by $83.33 a year. 

ing support for the tax pro- 
posal is a group called the Education- 
al Betterment Committee. The group 
produced a brochure that says a na- 
tional study listed the district as one 
of the 17 most financially efficient 
high school districts in Illinois. 

Meanwhile, opposition to the tax 
proposals is not formally organized, 
but letters to the editor of local news- 
papers indicate that there are several 
vocal opponents of paying more taxes 
for the high schools. The schools get 
enough already, the letters say. 

But with rising costs and shrinking 
state support, coupled with an in- 
crease in enrollment, the district can- 
not provide top quality education into 
the next century on current income,
